Fatal Auto 
Accident At 
Chestnut Hil 


Half-Mile From Scene of Fatal 
Crash Few Weeks Ago 


About half a mile from where 
Newton Centre couple met their 
deaths a few weeks ago, as a result of 
an automobile accident, more reckless 
driving caused the instant death of a 
young woman about 2:30 a. m. Memor- 
ial Day. The girl killed was Natalie 
Young, 23, who had been residing at 
2 Marlboro street, Boston. She was a 
passenger in a touring car operated by 
Charles F. Leach. 21, of 206 Beethoven 
avenue, Waban. Others in the car were 
Lucy Campbell, 24, a roommate of the 
Young girl; Agnes Nylin, 23, of Har- 
vard avenue, Allston, and James Shaw, 
24, of 619 Chestnut street, Waban. 

Patrolman McCormick was standing 
at the police box at the corner of 
Beacon and Hammond street, Chestnut 
Hill, when he saw the car driven by 
Leach whiz by at high speed towards 
Boston. The car, operated on the 
wrong side of the road, crashed head 
on into a huge milk truck owned by 
the Deerfoot Farms of Southhoro and 
operated by Charles Messier of Marl- 
boro. McCormick pulled an ambulance 
call and rushed to the scene at Beacon 
street, near Lawrence avenue. The 
car had been reduced to a twisted 
mass. The left front wheel of the big 
truck had been knocked off. The 
Young girl had been Hurled from the 
car and instantly killed. The victims 
of the crash were rushed to the New- 
ton Hospital. It was found that the 
Campbell girl had received fractures 
of the jaw, nose and left leg; Shaw 
had a fractured skull and a double 
fracture of the left leg; the Nylin girl 
had escaped with slight injuries; and 
Leach escaped with bruises and cuts. 
After he had been treated at the hos 
pital, he was arrested on the charges 
of drunkenness and driving while un- 
der the influence of liquor. He was re- 
leased on $600 hail. He was arraigned 
in the Newton court on Tuesday and 
his hail increased to $1100. No man- 
slaughter charge was preferred 
against him, and his case was contin- 
ued until June 27. 

William Bittenbender of Plymouth 
road. Newton Highlands, told the 
police that before the accident hap- 
pened he was driving westerly along 
Beacon street and had been forced to 
leave the road, almost hinting a tree, 
to avoid the car which Leach was 
operating on the wrong side of the 
road. 


CITY MUST PAY $?000 FOR 
BROKEN ANKLE 

Annie L. Wilbur, of 25 Highland ave- 
nue. Newtonville, was awarded $2000 
by a jury at the Middlesex Superior 
Court in Cambridge last Friday. Mrs. 
Wilbur, age 59, fell on April 7. 1928 
while crossing Walnut street, near 
Madison avenue. She broke an ankle 
and later entered a claim against the 
city alleging that a defect in the 
street caused her to fall. The Board 
of Aldermen of that year gave leave 
to withdraw to Mrs. Wilbur’s claim, as 
is done in practically every like claim 
entered against the city. Mrs. Wilbur 
engaged an attorney and brought suit 
against the city.

Memorial Day 
Parade With

The parade on Memorial Day was 
impressive. Starting at Elks’ Home, 
Newton Corner; the line of march was 
the longest in years. By way of Cen- 
tre, Homer and Walnut streets, the 
parude proceeded to Newton Ceme- 
tery.

The rapid passing of the 
survivors of the Civil War was evi- 
denced by the few G. A. R. men in the 
parade.

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TAXATION 

One of the major factors provoking the stagnation of busi- 
ness at the present time is the accumulation of expense of 
government of the past few years. From this source come the 
major difficulties in balancing state and national budgets. 
Naturally the sole solution lies in a tax program that will clean 
up the situation and permit of progress along the lines of 
decreased expenditures. The problem, however, cannot be 
settled equitably by discriminatory taxes on a few particular 
items, whether they be aimed at the “rich” or the “poor.” 
It would almost seem that legslative bodies are prone to focus 
their attention on gasoline, tobacco, amusements and such 
items. The motorist does not object to a gasoline tax when 
such income goes to improve driving conditions, but when 
such revenues are diverted for other purposes it becomes 
burdensome. The increase in tax upon any one particular 
item beyond a certain point defeats the purpose of the tax. 
It tends toward evasion and corruption with an actual de- 
crease in revenue over the amount brought in under the lower 
rate. The most equitable tax of all, one which would pro- 
vide sufficient revenue in a comparatively short length of 
time, would be a small tax levied on all items. We believe 
it would be possible to produce the necessary revenue with 
such a program without increasing the present taxes on in- 
comes, polls, or the so-called discriminatory taxes. 


YOU CAN HELP 

Next fall there will undoubtedly be considerable agitation 
over the compulsory automobile insurance rates when they 
are taken up for consideration again. Every automobile 
driver has something to say in determining what those rates 
shall be. Since the law requiring such compulsory insurance 
was put into effect the rate has been considerably increased. 
The increase has been almost entirely due to the large number 
of automobile accidents with false and exaggerated claims 
for damages being filed along with those just cases where 
recompense is due. At this time of year the motoring urge 
possesses everyone who has the opportunity to get out on the 
road. By exercising due care or by disregarding the rights of 
others every motorist has a voice in saying whether the 
automobile insurance rates for next year will be lower or 
higher. 


THE FAIR WAY 

It is to be hoped that the situation in regard to the so-called 
Worcester turnpike will be speedily cleared up so that work 
can be commenced on that part of the project which passes 
through Newton. The legislature is about to pass a bill 
revoking the right of the street railway company to retain 
its track locations. The resultant damages will be fixed by 
the Superior Court, which seems to be the fairest method 
possible, as Mr. Babson, Lidht. Gov. Youngman, or any in- 
dividual can not say what the value of this franchise may be. 


In honoring Superintendent of Schools U. G. Wheeler and 
Dr. Fred M. Lowe, retiring Exalted Ruler of the Elks, last 
week, the people of Newton paid gracious tribute for faithful 
service. 


Police News 


William S. Kinney of 1650 Washing- 
ton street. West Newton, who has 
been in the Newton court a couple of 
times in recent months because of his 
canine pet, a big police dog. appeared 
again in the court room on Tuesday 
because of this alleged ill-tempered 
animal. Several months ago Kinney 
made his first appearance in court be- 
cause of the dog. when Dr. N. Em- 
mons Paine brought a complaint that 
the animal had repeatedly threatened 
him. At that time Kinney promised to 
erect a long and expensive fence be- 
tween his property and that of Dr. 
Paine, to keep the dog away from the 
Paine yard. Kinney did build the fence, 
but this did not prevent the dog from 
rushing onto the street a few weeks 
ago and biting a young man who was 
riding by on a bicycle. As a result. 
Kinney was hailed into court again, 
charged with keeping a biting and 
barking dog. On his promise to get rid 
of the allegedly ugly animal, the case 
was continued. 

In court Tuesday, Kinney told Judge 
Bacon that in keeping with his last 
promise, he had sent the dog to the 
country, but members of his family 
had missed the pet so much that he 
had brought the canine back and 
would accept the consequences. Ac- 
cordingly, Judge Bacon fined him $20. 
After Kinney had departed, it was 
discovered that the maximum fine for 
keeping a biting dog is only $10. So 
the other $10 was returned to Kinney. 

Mary McHugh, 26, who has been em- 
ployed as a domestic at the home of 
John Riddell, 143 Windsor road, Wab- 
an, was arrested Saturday night 
charged with stealing a number of 
articles from her employer. Riddell 
had been missing articles and suspect- 
ed the girl. A search of her room re- 
vealed some of the missing things. A 
further search in a trunk owned by 
her and stored at the home of a rela- 
tive in Waltham, reveuled more of the 
loot. The girl planned to leave for Ire- 


land on June 12 and apparently was 
preparing to make gifts to someone 
over there. Arranged in Newton court 
on Tuesday, she pleaded guilty and 
her case was continued to June 3 for 
disposition. 

Isabella Lee, 18. and Lucy Lee. 17, 
sisters, residing at Grove street, Wel- 
lesley. were each fined $10 in the 
Newton Court last Friday. Patrolman 
Hammill told the judge that on May

More speeding youths fined in 
court that day were Morton Goldfine, 
17, of 1178 Commonwealth avenue. 
Brookline, fined $10; Harry Dengel, 
Jr., 15. of Lancaster terrace, Boston. 
$5. He was also fined $15 for driving 
without a license. Sarah Hawley of 
Morse road, Newtonville, charged 
with driving onto a throughway with- 
out stopping, had her case placed, on 
file. Melvin Moore of 127 Hicks 
street. West Newton, charged with 
parking a truck in violation of the city 
parking ordinances, also had his 
case placed on file. 

Anna Carroll of Jones Court, No- 
nantum, was fined $10 in the Newton 
court yesterday for keeping a biting 
dog. Miss Carroll’s pet bit a small 
boy. She appealed the fine. She con- 
tended that the dog is not vicious, but 
had been teased by children in her 
neighborhood.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Matters of legislation appear to be 
more or less jumbled at this writing 
but unquestionably a solution will 
eventually be reached. At least there 
hns always been a settlement of dif- 
ferences nnd, despite the depresion, 
1932 is not expected to he an exception. 
All legislative bodies have a habit of 
leaving ninny of the most important 
matters until the npproach of final ad- 
journment, with the result that there 
is much confusion. However, the fact 
thnt there are to be Nationnl conven- 
tions of political parties this month 
is always before legislators, many of 
whom will want to make the trip to 
Chicago under the banner of their re- 
spective parties. Otherwise the ses- 
sion might be extended indefinitely. 

Speaker Saltonstall’s popularity was 
again shown by the enthusiastic re- 
ception given him the other evening 
when leading Republican members of 
the Legislature held a dinner in his 
honor. The speeches were extreme- 
ly laudatory and there was great ap- 
plause when the Speaker said he 
would seek reelection as a Represen- 
tative and again be candidate for pre- 
siding officer of the House. It is 
thought by those who have the Speak- 
er’s best interests at heart that he 
has made a wise decision. There is 
no question of his reelection and as 
far as being Speaker for two years 
more that, too, is secure unless there 
should be a tremendous overturn in 
the membership of the lower branch. 
That the Democrats can expect to 
elect a majority of Representatives 
this year is not dreamed of by even 
the Democrats themselves. Further- 
more. Mr. Saltonstall would receive 
a great many Democratic votes and if 
the contest for Speaker were close 
he would have enough Democratic 
support, it is believed, to win the 
Speakership for 1933 and 1934. There 
was a report that he might be a can- 
didate for Lieutenant Governor or 
even Governor. The gubernatorial 
contest is such that it does not invite 
a venture on the part of a conserva- 
tive like the Speaker and his friends 
feel he has chosen the wiser course 
in deciding to come back to the 
House. 

Commissioner Richard K. Conant of 
the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare has made an announcement of 
interest to Newton as well as other 
municipalities. He states that under 
a bill signed by the Governor this 
week cities and towns must apply be- 
fore June 15 for the reimbursement 
provided for by the State under the 
terms of the Old Age Assistance Law. 
The new' law provides for meeting 
the expenses of the old age assistance 
from the $1 head tax collected for the 
purpose this year and last. It is esti- 
mated that reimbursements will be 
made by the State of nearly the en- 
tire amount expended for this work 
by the cities and towns this year. Re- 
ceipts are expected to he about $2,- 
400,000 and old age assistance claims 
will be approximately $2,544,000 for 
the first 10 months. If the bills of the 
cities and towns are not rendered to 
the State by June 15 they will go over 
to next year. Commissioner Conant 
says, and only one-third of the amount 
will be reimbursed under the new 
law. 

Important changes have come about 
in the personnel of the State Indus- 
trial Accident Board. William W. 
Kennard, appointed in 1917 by the late 
Governor McCall, has been chairman 
15 years. This week, his term having 
expired, he decided not to seek re- 
appointment. That created a vacan- 
cy and necessitated the appointment 
of a new chairman. The Governor 
promoted Joseph A. Parks of Boston, 
w'ho has been a member of the board 
for 20 years, to the chairmanship and 
appointed Daniel J. Sullivan of Law- 
rence as a member to fill the vacancy 
on the board. 

There will be a special commission 
appointed to survey and revise the 
laws relating to trust companies and 
to private hanks and the liquidation 
of banks. During the session there 
was much criticism of the amount 
paid by the State in the liquidation of 
closed banks. No charge was made of 
irregularities but it w'as pointed out 
that the system was costly and with 
an unusually large number of banks 
closed this year the matter of expense 
became one of grave concern. Be- 
cause of this a bill containing the pro- 
vision outlined above was passed and 
signed. 

One of the humanitarian measures 
of the session w’as signed this week 
by the Governor. It provides for pay- 
ment of compensation to dependents 
of investigators and examiners of the 
State Registry of Motor Vehicles who 
are killed or die from injuries received 
in the performance of police duty. 

Another important measure signed 
this week by the Governor provides 
that the State Commissioner of Civil 
Service be granted discretionary 
powers in respect to applications for 
examination from persons who have 
resigned or been dismissed from pub- 
lic service. This will permit persons 
who have been removed from the 
service for cause to take their cases 
to the Commissioner who shall decide 
whether they may again apply for op- 
portunity to take an examination. 

Both brandies of the Legislature 
overrode the Governor’s veto of a bill 
lor the reinstatement of Lucius Banks 
as a member of the Boston Police 
Department. The Governor took the 
stand that it was not within the prov- 
ince of the Legislature to settle such 
mutters. His reasoning apparently 
did not appeal to the Senators and 
Representatives. This is the first 
veto that lias been overridden this 
year by the Legislature. Other vetoes 
of claims have been sustained by 
either one branch or the other. 

The Governor wants the liquidation 
law pertuining to closed hunks amend- 
ed so us to empower the Htute Com- 
missioner of Bunks, in the names of 
the hanks concerned, to permit the 
taking hack of real estute mortgages 
pursuunt to the sule of such real es- 
tute and to otherwise meet the situa- 
tion which the Governor has culled to 
the attention of the Legislature. He 
says among other things that there

Former service men who were 
wounded in action overseas are be- 
ing "honored” by the receipt of a 
medal known as the “Purple Heart.” 
Many of these men have received no 
disability compensation, or so little 
that it is a pittance. On the other 
hand — thousands of former service 
men nnd women who never were 
wounded, and many of whom did not 
servo overseas, have been and are 
receiving large disability allowances. 
If the men who have suffered and are 
suffering from wounds were given 
proper disability compensation, nnd 
the synthetic heroes and heroines 
were given small, inexpensive medals, 
it would be more in accordance with 
the fitness of things. Also, it would 
be fairer to the people of this coun- 
try who are being taxed to pay un- 
warranted claims. 

"God Save the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.” We have a Legisla- 
ture which has shown, on occasion, 
wonderful judgment. As proof of this 
were the two bills passed by our 
sagacious Solons and vetoed prop- 
erly by Gov. Ely. One of these bills 
provided that the State would pay 
damages to owners of automobiles 
which had allegedly been marred by 
wild deer colliding with them on high- 
ways. The other bill provided that 
the State would pay the former owner 
of a bicycle for the theft of this ve- 
hicle by a State ward. 


If Frank Goodwin can influence the 
people as he influenced the majority 
of members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives by his advocacy of taxing 
securities at present exempt from tax- 
ation, Lieut. Governor ‘‘Bill” Young- 
man will have to scratch gravel to 
win the Republican nomination. 


‘‘A Government of the People, by 
the People and For the People.” How 
could you doubt this if you have been 
reading of the “goings on” by our 
Congressmen at Washington? Pulling 
and hnuling, arguing and scheming, 
advancing and retreating in making 
appropriations, attempting to devise 
means of raising enormous revenue 
to meet outrageous, unnecessary ex- 
penses.

We inquired of 
a Newton official regarding this and 
he informed us that the north side 
of Washington street is to be resur- 
faced first because it is believed that 
by doing this storekeepers at New- 
ton Corner and Newtonville will be 
less inconvenienced. 


Recently the city spent a consid- 
erable sum of money laying a drain 
near Islington road, Auburndale, one 
result of which would be to enlarge 
the area of the playground nearby. 
The drain has been built. A large 
amount of excellent filling, sand and 
gravel lias been carried to the drained 
area from the huge trench being ex- 
cavated for the Metropolitan water 
main. It would be a good ideu to send 
some laborers to level this materiul 
so that the added area 1 to the play- 
ground will he made available as soon 
as possible.

Always Something New 

Apparently the entire world has sud- 
denly become wrapped in cellophane. 
Food products, cigars, cigarettes, con- 
fectionery, stationery — well, why con- 
tinue, you know the list ns well as I. 
But did you know how this very mod- 
ern invention has been linked with the 
past— the inspiring past? It surprised 
me to see an example of a decidedly 
practical use of cellophane nnd with 
no connection with food or smokes or 
anything commonplace. No, sir, I saw 
one of the latest cellophane inven- 
tions in the archives of an institution 
known for its accumulation of old, tnt- 
tered nnd interesting historical docu- 
ments. 

Preservation of an ancient manu- 
script has heretofore been something 
of a problem. By a neat and painstak- 
ing process the document has been 
furnished with a backing of pasted 
strips of paper that has held it to- 
gether. Then, providing there were 
funds available, there has been a 
frame nnd glnss added so thnt the 
precious article is fully and complete- 
ly preserved. Expensive, this way of 
keeping an old page or picture and 
calling for more space than should 
reasonably be allotted. If you have a 
large number of such documents you 
certainly don’t want them all framed 
and the collection made to look like a 
picture gallery. And if you just tuck 
the old treasure between the pages of 
a large book It is liable to be torn 
whenever handled. 

Where does cellophane come in? Ah. 
here’s where you will sit up and take 
notice. A metal oblong contrivance 
has been conceived containing sepa- 
rate envelopes of heavy paper, each 
with a cellophane front. Into this en- 
velope the ancient document is placed 
and through the transparent cover it 
may be studied and admired. Nobody 
handles it and nothing can happen to 
cause any damage. This metal arrange- 
ment is adjustable, something like one 
of those patented copying machines. 
You may file away one or 100 docu- 
ments. The corners of the cover snap 
into place and are locked. They can- 
not be removed without a key. j 

You’d be amnzed to learn the num- 
ber of priceless old manuscripts, let- 
ters, etc., that are now safely pre- 
served and guarded by means of this 
new scheme. They tell me that the 
use of it was only recently made pub- 
lic. Wonder w’hat the writers, states- 
men and others of centuries ago would 
say if they knew their writings and 
commissions were today “wrapped in 
cellophane.” 


Dazzling Word Picture 

If there’s one person I envy it is he 
who prepares the so-called guide-book 
for the purpose of drawing patrons to 
a Summer resort. Such imagination, 
such command of words and such — 
well, I think I’d better leave it to you 
to finish the sentence. Recently a 
friend told me of his intention to pass 
part of the Summer in an attractive 
hamlet on the Atlantic seaboard. His 
judgment is always sound, at least in 
my opinion, and I was curious to know 
more of the resort. When one of 
those enticing volumes, prepared by 
the local chamber of commerce, fell 
into my hands and I saw the name of 
my friend’s favorite vacation land. I 
was delighted. This would tell me, I 
was certain, all about it. 

Beginning with the statement that it 
was so many miles from the nearest 
largest city, the glowing description 
continued thus: 

“A glorious spot of Nature. A place 
of indefinable charm. A veritable 
scenic wonderland. Camping grounds 
for the tourist who travels by auto. 
Beautiful sites on the river banks with 
commanding views. First class hotels 
for all who reach the town by boat, 
auto or train. Cuisine unexcelled. 
Bathing in salt water in the heart of 
majestic forests. A town of pictures- 
queness, industry and hospitality. No 
sea fog; no mosquitoes, no dull mo- 
ments. Happily you will come. Reluc- 
tantly you will leave.” 

That was all it said. O. yes. I’ll 
agree that it was plenty. I gathered, 
and rightly, it seems to me, that the 
person who wrote thiH description was 
so overcome that he became delirious 
I had no difficulty in concluding that 
it w'ould be no place for me. I could 
never survive such an experience. 


Good Companions 

You may not have observed it but 
there has been a great deal more read- 
ing going on in Newton. It is proba- 
bly because the facilities of the New- 
ton library are free that business has 
been better than ever. “Enforced lei- 
sure,” says Mr. Julius Lucht, head of 
our city’s library, "has sent many peo- 
ple to the library regularly who former- 
ly came seldom, if at all.” His figures 
show that during the past fiscal year 
the library reached the grand total of 
781,035 issues of books and magazines, 
an increase of 15Vfe per cent over 1930. 
Based on the Federal census of 65,276 
population the circulation has risen 
to 12 per capita, as against 10.4 for 
the previous year. 

I think that much of this hus been 
due to the attractive qualities of our 
library and to what the president of 
the trustees. Virginia M. Hutchinson, 
refers to in her unnuul report as, "the 
intelligent and faithful work of the 
Librarian and staff which has made 
this record possible." 

Anything marked “Volume 1, Num- 
ber 1,” is worthy of attention for it in- 
dicates the beginning of something.

As was predicted in last 
week’s GRAPHIC, the bill received the 
favorable report of the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee and it is ex- 
pected to be passed with the second 
part of the petition— which asks that 
any unexpended balance be used to 
extend the parkway across Chesley 
road and along Willow street (or 
through Hobart roud) ,to be disup- 
proved.

State Federation

the outstanding business events of the 
Annual Meeting of the State Federa- 
tion were given.

Two evenings were given over to 
what might be termed “playtime”. Di- 
rectors’ Night, Wednesday, May ISth, 
offered tlie unusual, and clubwomen 
enjoyed a delightful program, put on 
by the fifteen Stnte District directors, 
under the leadership of Mrs. Arthur 
J. Crockett, chairman in charge. Mrs. 
Schrader, president, brought the meet- 
ing to order with a blow of the gavel 
upon tlie floor of the stage, which had 
been cleared for action. Whereupon 
District School was decidedly in ses- 
sion. 

School childreu again, the District 
directors, in academic gowns, sat 
upon hardwood benches and recited 
their lessons to their teacher, Mrs. A. 
J. Crockett. Finding their districts on 
u large map of Massachusetts hung on 


the wall, nnd telling several items of 
geographical interest, each one told, 
also, something of historical interest 
literature and nrt connected with their 
club homes. But so eager were some 
to recite, they had to be spoken to 
severely by their dear teacher. 

The second part of the program 
was dramatized reports of departmen 
tai work. Districts 1 and 2 presented 
a skit on "Public Health." proving that 
the men of 1932 are just as much in- 
terested in advancing the health, hap- 
piness and work of the home as the 
men of 1620. Pilgrim women, in cos- 
tume. landed from the Mayflower, anx- 
ious to get their laundry done in the 
first fresh water they had seen for 
mnnv months; The pilgrim fathers, 
gathering wood, lighting fires, and 
handling kettles, were of great assist- 
ance in inaugurating the "first Mon- 
day wash day in America”; The 1932 
tableau showed the efficient doctors of 
today treating a baby and a little boy 
who had come into their offices as pa 
tients. 

Mrs. Bradford C. Patch was the cen- 
tre of attraction in the tableau pre- 
sented by the 4th district, while Mrs. 
Stuart Colpitts. director, read a report 
of the American Home Department. 
Mrs. Patch posed as an almost exact 
replica of "Whistler’s Portrait of His 
Mother.” 

"The Spirit of the Merrimae”, the 
pageant of the 10th district, was a de- 
lightful fantasy which centred around 
the subject of cleaning up of the Mer- 
rimae river. Mrs. Preston Newhall 
danced the part of the Merrimae, light, 
young, carefree, while Indian and pil- 
grim hunted and fished on its borders. 
Then came Industry, in a modernistic 
suit of industrial armor, and with her 
the imps of sewage, garbage ‘and fac- 
tory waste which soon obscured the 
Merrimae with veils of gloomy dark- 
ness. The State of Massachusetts 
couldn’t do anything about it until the 
clubwomen showed her the way. 

A play depicting scenes from "Jack 
and the Beanstalk” was the contribu- 
tion of the 5th district; the Giant in a 
huge papier mache mask and heavy 
top boots; Jack, and other parts. Much 
applause greeted the tableau "Spirit 
of ’76.” presented by the 9th district. 

Ladies of the Physiological Institute 
of Boston gave a little history of the 
difficulties of their formation in a play- 
let; delightful little women in authen- 
tic costumes of 1840 gathered to dis- 
cuss ways and means of forming 
class to learn what made their inter- 
nal wheels go round. They finally suc- 
ceeded in interesting a Harvard pro- 
fessor who showed them charts of the 
human skeleton and brain that were 
drawn in 1S48, and he agreed to be- 
come their instructor, and the club 
was formed with its meeting place the 
same as the club now occupies. 

Education was stressed in the tab- 
leau. "The Alice Freeman Palmer Me- 
morial." shown by tlie 12th district. 
Mrs. James, director. Mrs. Harold L. 
Perrin as Alma Mater and Mrs. Fred- 
erick N. Peirce as tlie Student, both in 
flowing Grecian robes, with powdered 
hair and faces posed in the same po- 
sition as the noted memorial statue 
Wellesley College, brought forth 
great applause for their excellent like- 
ness. 

Miss Dorothy Brackett, a Junior 
Cubwoman. danced a flame dance with 
fire-colored veil, showing the dan- 
gers which the Conservation Depart- 
ments are combating in their forests. 
Her grace and dexterity with the fire 
eil brought forcibly home the dan- 
gers to our great forests through care- 
lessness with fire. The 13th district 
was sponsor for the dance. 

Tableaux from "Little Women" by 
Louisa May Alcott. were shown by the 
11th district. Mercy Warren. Colonial 
dame, was shown entertaining Martha 
Washington and her attendants by the 
til district. Members of district S de- 
picted "The Puritan Sabbath.” with 
Parson Wigglesworth reading "The 
Curse of Vanity” to the Puritan men 
and women and two Indians, in full 
regalia, who were seated before him. 

‘Massachusetts in America of To- 
day." an Inter-racial Unity pageant, 
produced by the 3rd district, drew 
Directors’ Night" to a stirring close. 
Junior Clubwomen, representing na- 
tions including Russia. Syria, Italy, 
Turkey and Scotland, were shown 
posed in the costumes of their coun- 
try. while America was posed in the 
centre of the group near the American 
flag. 

Friday evening, the 20th, the always 
delightful reception to clubwomen 
took place, with 32 officers and 
guests in receiving line. It was well 
after eleven o’clock before the 2,000 
clubwomen had been greeted. Pre- 
ceding this was a program in Conven- 
tion Hail. 

Secretary of State Frederic Cook 
expressed himself as being quite 
speechless at the impressive sight of 
the 500 delegates who marched in. in 
their lovely evening gowns, each car- 
rying a huge armful of cut spring 
flowers. He brought greetings from 
the Governor of Massachusetts. Mrs. 
Cook was also a guest of the Federa- 
tion. "Business is at white heat on 
Beacon Hill,” he said, "which is why 
the Governor couldn’t be with you to 
night." "As I look over this charming 
assemblage of women folk. I am in- 
lined to think that the Governor is 
just out of luck." 

Will Cuppv, author, entertaiuer of 
the evening, kept his audience in a 
gale of mirth. In his address on 
From Demosthenes to Will Cuppy" he 
poked gentle fun at the art of Oratory 
in general and In particular, including 
such traditional aspects as exordium, 
narration, division proposition, umpli- 
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fixation and extenuation. He described 
his offering as about halfway between 
fluctuation and nervous prostration." 

Among the miscellaneous subjects 
touched upon by Mr. Cuppy was the 
use of manuscripts by lecturers, hu- 
yiane methods of dealing with long 
winded speakers, stage fright, inaugu- 
ral addresses, the use of pebbles by 
lecturers, (as by Demosthenes ) lectur- 
ing under water, the importance of 
breathing, clergymen’s sore throat, ap- 
plause. gesture, and original of Pat and 
Mike jokes. In the course of his talk 
he touched upon such significant his- 
toric characters as Nero, Heliogabalus. 
and Marcus Aurelius. 

On Thursday evening, the 19th. in- 
terspersed with reports from Interra- 
cial Unity and Social Welfare Divi- 
sions, there was a program of enter- 
tainment presented by Mrs. William 
MacAulay. chairman of the former de- 
partment, which appealed stronglv to 
the large gathering assembled to hear 
it. It might well be termed Sweden 
and the Vikings, the latter a word that 
always promises the imagination ro- 
mance and charm. The Swedish Folk 
Dance Club of Boston, a group of 
about twenty-six members formed to 
perpetuate the folk dances of their 
native country, danced four of their 
native dances in costume, provoking 
enthusiastic applause. 

A group of Scandinavian young men 
gathered under the name of the Viking 
Male Chorus to preserve the folk 
songs of their country, sang first a 
group of their native songs, and later 
in the evening some American old 
favorites. It was said by one reviewer 
that it was an even toss-up between 
the dancers and the singers as to 
which was appreciated most by the 
club delegates. 

• One of the pleasing features of 
Thursday afternoon was the program 
presented by the patients’ orchestra 
from the Veterans’ Administration hos- 
pital. Bedford, with Mrs. Paul Webber 
at the piano. Musicians were Mes- 
srs. Goss. Dearborn. De Mattis. Jones. 
Mohegan. Orr and Tetrault. The mu- 
sicians were introduced by Mrs. Wal- 
ter Woods, chairman of the Division 
of Co-operation with War Veterans. 

Mrs. Woods and her committee gave 
a delightful outing to these guests pre- 
ceding the session at Swampscott. 
meeting them on arrival at "Ebsens”. 
Salem Willows, at 11.30. Miss Evelyn 
Davis, chief recreational aide having 
accompanied the "boys" from Bed- 
ford. Mrs. Woods. Mrs. George Dut- 
ting. Mrs. Ralph Carlisle. Mrs. Walter 
W. Winship. president of the Fort- 
nightly Club of Winchester. Mrs. War- 
ren B. Wiley and Mrs. Ethel C. Park 
being the committee to greet them. 
Mrs. T. Gordon Burckes. of Lynn, 
chairman of luncheon arrangements, 
had seen that a splendid fish dinner 
was awaiting them, and provided 
smokes, too, while transportation was 
made easy and efficient through the 
care of Mrs. Luther W. Chick and 
Mrs. R. K. Miller.

Rotary Club 


The Newton Rotary Club and the 
Waltham Rotary Club held a joint 
meeting on Wednesday at the Alcazar 
Restaurant. Waltham. Mr. Thomas 
Curtin, president of the Waltham 
Foundry and vice-president of the Wal- 
tham Trust Co., gave an excellent talk 
on "Faith versus Fear” in the present 
depression. 

Mr. Curtin said that the depression 
of 1873 was far more serious than the 
present. At that time there was prac- 
tically no money, let alone hut little 
business. He disproved the pessimis- 
tic theory that we would never come 
out of our present state of business 
stagnation. In this connection he snid 
that it was impossible to take away 
front tlie people the desire to possess 
various things such as automobiles, 
homes, or the desire to send their 
children to college. As long as that 
desire exists the endeavor to better 
ourselves will improve business. 

He commented briefly upon three 
kinds of faith. The faith of children 
who follow not knowing where but 
relying upon their parents, teachers 
and the like. Another kind of faith 
is that of a blind faith. The third 
faith is that backed hy intelligent 
reasoning and knowledge of condi- 
tions. Although there are eight mil- 
lion unemployed, one and a half mil- 
lion of whom would be so situated re- 
gardless of economic conditions - in 
general, there are more than forty 
millions of people in the United States 
engaged in gainful occupation. These 
forty million people are the ones who 
can help most to make the depres- 
sion a matter of history by purchas- 
ing as much as they possibly can in- 
stead of hoarding what wealth they 
may have. The people who are em- 
ployed have potential credit power 
of enormous proportions which must 
begin to flow shortly with the huge 
replacement demand being built up 
through the lack of buying over the 
past year and a half.

Ten Floats With Scenes From Famous Operas Contribute To 
Artistic Success — Highland Glee Club Assists 


The Water Pageant of the Civic Arts 
Association of Newton held on last 
Friday and Saturday evenings attract- 
ed large audiences. Despite the fre- 
quent showers on Friday evening 
many of those present retrained al- 
most to the end of the presentation 
in order to witness the passage of the 
entire floats of scenes from famous 
operas. Perfect weather prevailed 
Saturday evening, bringing to a close 
another successful project under the 
auspices of the organization which 
was formed to perpetuate that which 
produced the Newton Tercentenary 
Pageant in 1930 and the pleasing out- 
door Pop Concert last summer in order 
that local talent in any of the arts 
might be discovered, developed and 
encouraged. 

As darkness fell and the gathering 
audiences were ushered to their seats 
by Boy Scouts from the various New- 
ton troops Japanese lanterns illumina- 
ted in picturesque fashion the stretch 
of shore of the lake from which the 
floats were to be viewed. Music from 
an almost perfect system of amplifica- 
tion was carried to the surrounding 
vicinity. 

Vari-colored lights played upon the 
floats as they emerged from the sha- 
dows of the shore at the left across 
the cove on the edge of which the au- 
diences were seated. A prelude, “Car- 
men Suite and Aragoniase" by the 
Philadelphia Symphonic Orchestra in- 
troduced the first float depicting a 
scene from “Carmen.” The “Torea- 
dor Song,” sung by Lawrence Tibbett 
and the Metropolitan Opera Chorus 
was the accompaniment. In this scene 
the title role was posed by Mrs. Ray- 
mond Green with Peter Karelekas as 
“Escamillo.” a toreador, Fred O. Avan- 
taggio as a caballero and Mrs. Wil- 
liam W. Colton and Miss Martha Wight 
senoritas. Paddlers of the float were 
Robert Patterson, William Giles, John 
Giles, and Donald Marr. 

Float two was a scene from "Tann- 
hauser” with William W. Colton in 
the title role and Miss Mariada Comer 
as "Elizabeth”. The prelude was the 
“Pilgrims* Chorus,” sung by the High- 
land Glee Club of Newton with D. 
Ralph MacLean conducting while the 
accompaniment was "Elizabeth’s 
Prayer” by Maria Jeritza and “The 
Evening Star” by Pablo Casals, ’cell- 
ist. Paddlers were William Howley, 
Richard Keil, Jack Higgins and War- 
ren Bray. 

Following came a scene from “Sam- 
son and Delilah” with Richard Murray 
and Miss Mildred Davis in the title 
roles. The prelude to this float was 
“Samson ami Delilah — Bacchanale” by 
the Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra 
and the accompaniment was “My 
Heart At Thy Sweet Voice,” by Mar- 
guerite D’Alvarez. contralto. Paddlers 
were Lewis Huntington, John Bruen, 
Robert Buell and Thomas Fitzgerald. 


Next in order came float four, 
scene from "Faust.” Rev. Raymond 
Lang took the title role with Miss Ida 
Mae Bentley as "Marguerite,” and Ray- 
mond Green as “Mephlstopheles.” The 
"Soldiers’ Chorus” by the Victor Male 
Chorus was the prelude and “Even 
the Bravest Heart” by Giuseppe De- 
Luca, baritone, the accompaniment, 
The float was paddled by Peter Ryan, 
Theodore Murray. Peter Whittlesey 
and John Berguson. 

Concluding the first part of the pro- 
gram, as float five, was a scene from 
"Die Walkure” in which Miss Cather- 
ine Martin posed as “Brunnhilde” and 
William V. M. Fawcett as "Wotan”. 
The prelude was "Wotan’s Farewell” 
(Part I) by Friedrich Schorr, baritone, 
and the Berlin State Opera Orchestra 
and “Wotan’s Farewell” (Part 4) by 
the same musicians was the accompa- 
niment. Richard Wilson, Richard Fra- 
ser, Stephen Holmes, and Stanley 
Brown were the paddlers. 

Following the first five floats a 
Spanish Dance by Jean Budding and 
an interpretative dance, “The Rose.” 
by Marcella Rennard were pleasingly 
presented on an illuminated float an- 
chored at a short distance from shore. 
As the strains of the dance music 
faded three large canoes came into 
the flare of the spotlights. The 
canoes, side by side, carried some 
thirty-five or forty members of the 
Highland Glee Club. Under the direc- 
tion of their conductor, D. Ralph Mac- 
Lean, they sang "Now Sleeps the 
Crimson Petal” by Andrews and 
“Shenandoah,” a negro spiritual with 
their customary excellence. 

After an intermission the second 
portion of the program opened with 
the “Lohengrin Prelude” by the Phil- 
adelphia Symphony Orchestra. Fred- 
erick Blanchard as “Lohengrin” was 
the sole character on the float repre- 
senting a scene from this opera which 
passed to the accompaniment of “Lo- 
hengrin’s Narrative — In Distant 
Lands,” sung by Richard Crooks and 
orchestra. Paddlers were Warren 
Huston. John Hervan, Harry Hollis 
and William Hodges. 

On the float from the "Tales of Hoff- 
man” the title role was posed by Har- 
old Bond. Other characters in this 
beautiful scene were Mrs. Hazel 
Sands Welch as "Olympia.” Miss Eliz- 
abeth Banker as “Giuletta,” Miss June 
Forte as "Antonia,” and Cushman 
Clapp as a gondolier. The prelude was 
Potpourri” by the Weber Orchestra 
and the accompaniment “The Barca- 
rolle,” sung by Lucrezia Bori and 
Lnw’rence Tibbett. William Halliday, 
Jack Kent, and Arthur and William 
Tilley were the paddlers. 

To the strains of the prelude. “Mad- 
ame Butterfly — Fantasie” by the Vic- 
tor Symphony Orchestra the float rep- 
resenting that popular opera came in-

Restrict Parking 
On Beacon St. 
Newton Centre 

One Hour Between Sumner 
Street and Chesley Rd. 

The Traffic Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen at the meeting on Mon- 
day night recommended certain park- 
ing restrictions on Beacon street, 
Newton Centre which were accepted 
by the Board. Alderman Grebenstein 
said that he had been informed by 
Alderman Holden of traffic congestion 
on Beacon street, North side, caused 
by autoists parking their cars all day 
between Chesley road and Sumner 
street. To eliminate this condition, 
parking at this section should be lim- 
ited to 1 hour. This restriction was 
voted by the Board. It was also voted 
to prohibit parking on the north side 
of Beacon street between Chesley 
road and Grnnt avenue. The reason 
given for this action was because this 
stretch has been used for unlimited 
parking of commercial vehicles, incon- 
veniencing residents along this part 
of the street. 

Alderman Gallagher called atten- 
tion to a dangerous condition on Bea- 
con street adjoining the athletic field 
of Boston College because of automo- 
biles parked on both sides of the 
street. He said it is difficult for cars 
to pass and many accidents have oc- 
curred. He moved that parking be 
prohibited on, the south side of Bea 
son street from Hammond street east- 
erly for 150 yards, and he asked that 
the rules be suspended to enable this 
restriction to be placed in effect at 
once. Alderman Bail said that it 
would be more practical to prohibit 
parking on the north side of Beacon 
street at the college grounds as it is 
a common practice for trucks and 
cars to be stopped alongside the 
fence at the grounds to enable the 
drivers to watch the games. Aider- 
man Gallagher agreed with Bail. Al- 
derman Collins said it would be wiser 
to study this matter and confer with 
college officials. Alderman Greben- 
stein suggested that the matter be 
taken up with the Chief of Police, 
and this was agreed upon. 


Polls Will Be 
Open From 7 
A.M To 8 P.M. 

Aldermen Vote To Extend 
Polling Hours 

At the meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
it was voted to keep the polls in this 
city open later on election days. 
Heretofore the polls opened at 6 a. m. 
and closed at 4:30 p. m. These hours 
were set many years ago. in the days 
when many workingmen had to be at 
work at 7 o’clock mornings. Men 
of this class had to vote before go- 
ing to work, or they could not vote 
In many cases. Those of them who 
worked out of Newton, in many in- 
stances. did not have time to vote 
before leaving for work, and did not 
get through their work until after 
the polls had closed. 

For many years there has been a 
considerable demand to have the polls 
in this city kept open later. In most 
cities in Massachusetts the polls have 
been kept open until the evening. In 
1928 Alderman Powers made a mo- 
tion at a Board of Aldermen meet- 
ing that the polls he kept open un- 
til 6 p. m. This motion was not even 
seconded. Some weeks ago petitions 
were sent to the Board of Aldermen 
by the Republican Club of Newton 
and the Republican Ward and City 
Committee asking that the polls be 
kept open later. Requests coming 
from such sources could not be ig- 
nored by the Newton Aldermen, so 
the action of the Board on Monday 
night was expected. 

The matter was considered by the 
Finance Committee of the Aldermen 
and an order was Included on the 
docket of Monday’s meeting which 
specified that the polling places shall 
he kept open from 7:30 a. m. until 8 
p. m. Alderman Smith objected to 
this schedule. He said that at Aub- 
urndale the heaviest voting time is 
between 7 and 8:30 a. m„ and he 
suggested that the polls open at 7 in- 
stead of 7:30. Alderman Bail said 
that the Finance Committee had been 
informed that not many voted before 
7:30 and those who did would have 
a chance to vote in the evening. He 
commented that those serving as elec- 
tion officers must he considered, hut 
the Finance' Committee would not op- 
pose opening the polls at 7. 

Alderman Floyd said he had tried 
to steer voters to the polls before 
they took early morning trains from 
Auhurndale, and if the polls are not 
opened before 7:30, many will not 
vote. Aldermn” Cillagher urged that 
the polls be rfept open from 7 a. m. 
until 8 and so m6ved. He stated that 
because of conditions, people will, 
within 2 years, take more interest in 
elections than they have been taking. 
The motion was carried and in the 
future the polls in Newton will be 
open from 7 a. m. until 8 p. m.

Mossfield Road 
To Be Improved 
Despite Protests 

Aldermen Appropriate $7392 
For Waban Street 


INJURED IN JUMP FROM BURNING

The usual almost unanimity which 
characterizes the actions of the New 
ton Board of Aldermen was departed 
from Monday night on the matter of 
improving and accepting Mossfield 
Road, Waban. One of the items on the 
docket at the regular meeting of the 
Aldermen was an appropriation of 
$7392 to grade and improve Mossfield 
road under the Betterment Law. The 
members of the Public Works Com- 
mittee had voted unanimously to 
recommend this appropriation; the 
members of the Finance Committee 
had voted unanimously that it was 
"inexpedient” to make this appropria- 
tion. 

Alderman Bail, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee opened the discus- 
sion on this matter. He said that in the 
10 years he has been a member of the 
Board, he had not seen a parallel 
case: one committee unanimously fav- 
oring, the other committee all opposed. 
He said the Finance Committee was 
not prejudiced and agreed that this 
street needs improving. But. with 
times as they are, no money should be 
appropriated for street work except 
in emergency cases; no additional 
burden should be placed on financially 
embarassed property owners on this 
street. He stated that about a third of 
the property owners on the street op- 
pose being burdened with the assess- 
ment this year for the*improvement of 
the road, but express a willingness to 
have it done next year if times become 
normal again. 

Alderman Murray said that streets 
adjoining Mossfield road have been 
and are being improved and now is the 
time to improve this street. Alderman 
Chandler, who represents the Waban 
section said he has resided there for 
20 years, knows the village and its 
people ami is quite conversant with 
conditions there. He reviewed the part 
he has taken in civic affairs in Waban. 
and he commented that* those opposing 
the improving of Mossfield road would 
never agree to have this work done. 
He asserted that if the street is not 
improved now, it is doubtful if at any- 
time any petition for its acceptance 
will not have 25 per cent of the resi- 
dents on it opposed. He said the road 
is in terrible condition, and should be 
improved. 

Alderman Floyd said it was surpris- 
ing that after the Public Works Com 
mittee and the Alderma^ from Waban 
had favored the improving of the 
street that the Finance Committee 
should throw this matter out without 
referring it buck to the Public Works 
Committee. He said it would have 
been better grace to have asked for 
a conference. Alderman Bail took ex- 
ception to this rebuke from Mr. Floyd. 
He asserted that the Finance Commit- 
tee had referred the matter back to 
the Public Works Committee at the 
preceding meeting, and the latter com- 
mittee had persisted in its stand. 
Alderman Chandler said that Mayor 
Weeks wants the street improved. He 
commented that the Finance Commit- 
tee was influenced too much by sym- 
pathy for friends. 

Alderman Murray suggested that the 
matter be discussed at a recess con- 
ference between members of the two 
committees. Alderman Temperley sug- 
gested that all members of the Board 
discuss the matter during the recess. 
The suggestions were followed und 
the question was argued by the Aider- 
men "sub rosa”. As a result, when the 
Board came out of its shell and voted 
on the matter in open meeting, the 
Public Works Committee was victori- 
ous over the Finance Committee. By 
a vote of 10 to 7 the Board voted to 
appropriate the money to improve 
Mossfield road. Those voting in the 
negative were the six members of the 
Finance Committee present — Aider- 
men Bail. Gallagher. Gordon, Collins, 
Jamieson and Pratt, and Alderman 
Hill. 


Six Hundred Graduate 
From High School At 

Exercises In Stadium 

Mescrvc Award Won By Robert C. Hunter — Robert Patterson 
Wins Dickinson Memorial Cup 


For the first time in the history of 
the Newton High School graduation 
exercises of the senior class are being 
held out of doors this afternoon unless 
a last minute change in the weather 
makes it necessary to hold the affair 
in the auditorium of the high school. 
An even six hundred pupils will re- 
ceive their diplomas, the largest class 
ever to complete the course of educa- 
tion and flfty-four more than that of a 
year ago when a high mark of 546 
pupils graduated.

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LONGER VOTING HOURS 

At the last meeting of the Newton Board of Aldermen 
legislation was passed extending the hours during which the 
polls will be open on the various election days so that voters 
will have the (opportunity of casting their ballots until eight 
o’clock in the evening.

Dear Sir: — 

Fifty-four years ago, I. William F. 
Woodman, established myself at New- 
ton Center as the village newsdealer 
and became the local agent for the 
HERALD. Ever since then I have 
served all the Boston papers and an 
ever widening clientele faithfully and 
well. Late on Tuesday. May 31st. I 
received notice from the Herald-Trav- 
eler that on June 1st my sub-agent’s 
business would be taken away by the 
Herald-Traveller. For the convenience 
of my customers I had established 
these agencies at a considerabble cost 
so that my patrons might be better 
served at any time — day or night. I 
had a dozen or more agents to whom I 
supplied all papers. When I remon- 
strated that these were my agencies 
and I had financed them (as regards 
papers) for years, the Herald-Traveler 
threatened to take aw’ay all service 
from me. Their management claimed 
“no contract privileges.” 

Since then a fleet of automobiles, a 
flock of non-reBident women checkers 
and canvassers, hawkers of papers, 
and an army of boy distributers have 
filled the streets of Newton Centre 
with unwanted, undesirable activity. 
We object to being torpedoed without 
warning. We build our business upon 
impartial service and we ask our cus- 
tomers to stand by us in this emer- 
gency. If you desire to see fair play 
and Justice done to one who has 
served faithfully for years, help us 
carry on by reading any other Bos- 
ton paper which we can deliver as 
we have done in the past. 

Answering some assertions on the 
part of some of the checkers and can- 
vassers, I assert that in all the years 
I have done business with the Her- 
ald-Traveler, there has never been a 
lapse in my monthly settlements. 

To my old customers I say:

A West Newton lady informed us a 
couple of days ago that several times 
she has had narrow escapes from be- 
ing knocked down by bicycles ridden 
on sidewalks by boys. Her last escape 
from such a collision was directly in 
front of Police Headquarters at West 
Newton. The practice of riding bicycles 
on sidewalks in this city has increased 
many fold the past few years. So 
importunate did some parents J>e- 
come regarding their children be- 
ing permitted to ride bicycles on side- 
walks. that a few years past a petition 
was presented to the Board of Aider- 
men. and favorably acted upon, which 
would have amended the City Ordin- 
ances so that riding bicycles on side- 
walks would be made permissible for 
children. One Alderman, who contend- 
ed that pedestrians still have some 
rights, questioned the legal right of 
the Aldermen to grant any such per- 
mission. and the City Solicitor had 
to admit that it is not legal to ride 
bicycles on sidewalks. 

No generous minded person be- 
grudges children any reasonable op- 
portunity to enjoy themselves. But, be- 
cause automobile traffic has made 
streets unsafe for bicycle riders, it 
cannot be justly argued that boys and 
girls should be allowed to operate 
these vehicles on walks reserved for 
pedestrians. Even in the past genera- 
tion. when bicycles were commonly 
used, a large percentage of the boys 
and girls of those days did not own 
one. In the “gay nineties” a bicycle 
cost $150, and later $100. The "kids” 
of that period didn’t have the financial 
resources (through indulgent parents) 
that the present generation of young- 
sters enjoy. Neither did they have 
public playgrounds, school athletic 
fields and other free opportunities for 
exercising. It is too bad that children 
today cannot ride bicycles on streets. 
This is no reason, however, why the 
police should permit them to endanger 
the lives of pedestrians, old and young, 
by reckless riding of bicycles on side- 
walks. Too much latitude has been 
given this violation of the law in this 
city. It is about time that unrestricted 
riding of bicycles on Newton side- 
walks should be stopped. If boys can- 
not ride bicycles on sidewalks with 
due regard for the rights of pedes- 
trians, the use of sidewalks should be 
restricted in strict accordance with 
the statutes. 

The law forbidding unnecessary 
blowing of automobile horns was cer- 
tainly broken in this city last night. 
Those who use this method of ad- 
vertising show' little consideration for 
sick persons who are disturbed by 
such a racket. 


Extra equipment has been added 
to the Washington street job and the 
work is proceeding rapidly. The first 
cement for surfacing will be applied 
today at the Newton Corner end of 
the Job. Incidentally, the compara- 
tively few’ men employed on this big 
task, proves the fallacy of the plan 
to have the Federal or State Govern- 
ments appropriate huge sums for road 
building, so that the unemployment 
condition will be appreciably relieved.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Prorogation of the 147th Legisla- 
ture came nt 11:49 Tuesday night 
after a day of considerable excitement. 
The Governor had threatened to keep 
the members in session until they 
passed a resolve providing for their 
attendance at nny special session that 
might he called without additional 
compensation. He had sent a mes- 
sage to this effect Friday of last week 
and the Joint Rules Committee re- 
ported “no legislation necessary.” In 
the Senate, however, the Democratic 
leader offered a resolve covering the 
suggestions of the Governor, but that 
resolve was rejected by a rising vote 
of 20 to 10. Word was sent to the 
Governor and he immediately said he 
w’ould not consent to prorogation un- 
less something was done. Speaker 
Saltonstall and President Bacon got 
together in the Speaker’s office and 
drafted a letter to the ^Governor in 
w’hich they promised to mnke every 
endeavor to have the members serve 
without pay should the Governor see 
fit to call a special session. The Dem- 
ocratic House and Senate leaders 
drafted a similar document. The two 
were sent to the Governor who imme- 
diately relented and said he w’as sat- 
isfied with the promise of these men. 
Thus final adjournment w’as made pos- 
sible. 

New’ton has a direct interest in at 
least one measure passed by this 
year’s General Court. It was the 
subject of three animated hearings 
and has been discussed in the news- 
papers. It w’as signed by the Gover- 
nor on the last day of the session. 
The bill relates to the construction of 
parkway or boulevard from Ham- 
mond street. Brookline, to Beacon 
street. New’ton Centre, and the con- 
struction of an extension of such a 
parkway or boulevard in Newton Cen- 
tre. As signed by the Governor the 
bill has the following provisions: 

Section 1. The Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission is hereby authorized 
to lay out and construct, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter ninety- 
two of the General Laws relative to 
the laying out and construction of 
parkw’ays and boulevards, a parkway 
or boulevard from a point at or near 
the junction of Newton street with 
Hammond street, in the town of 
Brookline, to Beacon street, in the 
city of New’ton, at or near Hobart 
road, following substantially the 
course described as ‘Route 1’ in the 
special report of the commission filed 
with the general court December first, 
nineteen hundred and tw’enty-eight. 
except that that part of said parkway 
or boulevard to be laid out and con- 
structed near the westerly shores of 
Hammond’s pond in the city of New’- 
ton may be laid out and constructed 
within any distance eleven hundred 
feet or less from the westerly shores 
of said pond as said commission may 
determine. 

Section 2. Said commission is 
hereby authorized to expend any un- 
expended balance of the amount ap- 
propriated by item six hundred and 
eighty-seven B of chapter four hun- 
dred and sixty of the acts of nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-one, at any 
time within three years after the pas- 
sage of this act. toward paying the 
cost of the acquisition of land and the 
construction of a parkw’ay or high- 
way extending from Beacon street 
in the city of Newton to Common- 
wealth avenue in said city, as a con- 
tinuation of the parkway or boule- 
vard authorized by section one of said 
chapter three hundred and fifty- 
eight, as amended by section one of 
this act; and the balance of the sum 
necessary to complete said continua- 
tion shall be paid by the city of 
Newton. 

“Section 3. Section two of this act 
shall not take effect unless accepted, 
during the current year, by vote of 
the board of aldermen of the city 
of Newton, subject to the provisions 
of its charter.” 

There were 304 acts and 49 resolves 
passed during the 1932 session. The 
Governor vetoed eight acts and four 
resolves. Of three of the acts he w’as 
overridden by both branches. The 
Governor withheld his approval from 
two acts which have become law with- 
out his signature. 

The Governor’s final message to the 
Legislature was an oral one and wa3 
given the joint committee of Senate 
and House members which waited 
upon him to notify him, as required 
by the constitution, that the Legis- 
lature was ready to be prorogued. The 
Governor’s parting fling was as fol- 
low: “Please convey to the assembled 
branches of the Legislature my ap- 
preciation of their services to the 
Commonw’ealth and say to them that 
what they have done I appreciate and 
w’hat they have not done I fully un- 
derstand.” 

It is understood that Senator Hol- 
lis and Representatives Baker, Luit- 
wieler and Thompson will seek reelec- 
tion. Speaker Saltonstall has already 
said he would seek another term. 
Representative Luitwieler told the 
GRAPHIC representative Tuesday 
night that he w’ould he a candidate 
for another term. Senator Hollis 
served in the House from 1925 to 
1928 and from 1928 to the present time 
he has been a member of the upper 
branch. Representative Baker has 
been a member of the House for four 
years, Representative Luitwieler 
eight years and Representative 
Thompson six years. 

The Governor’s program for spe- 
cial tuxation, like that of the Joint 
Ways and Means Committee and the 
Committee on Tuxation, was not 
adopted in spite of the fact that 
Speaker Sultonstull and President Btu 
con pleaded with their colleagues to 
consider favorably legislation looking 
to the relief of cities and towns. The 
House spent nearly six hours one day 
scrapping over the matter and the 
Senute nearly three hours on another 
duy. The Governor now says he may 
call a special session. The only fea- 
ture of the Governor’s progrum relut- 
ing to (lie present financial difficul- 
ties of cities and towns to receive fu- 
voruble action wus u resolve for a

Such a report may be made to the 
special session if one Is called. At 
any rate there is every prospect of a 
busy Summer after the National con- 
ventions of major political parties in 
Chicago have adjourned. Representa- 
tive Baker has been appointed to 
service on this special committee by 
Speaker Saltonstall. 

After all the Legislature passed a 
highly important piece of automobile 
insurance legislation. It was signed 
by the Governor on the final day and 
provides for the revocation or sus- 
pension of licenses of motor vehicle 
operators who do not satisfy execu- 
tions in accident cases involving prop- 
erty damage. This new law gives a 
car owner, whose machine is dam- 
aged, a chance to collect damages 
whether the other car is driven by 
the owner or someone else. If any 
driver causes an accident he is liable 
and cannot sidestep the responsibili- 
ty by saying that he does not own 
the car. The bill states that “The 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles shall 
suspend or revoke the license of any 
person who fails to satisfy in full, 
within a period of 30 days, an execu- 
tion issuing out of any court of this 
Commonwealth in an action against 
him for property damuge urisiug out 
of an uccident caused by u motor ve- 
il icle for whose operation he is re- 
sponsible, upon receipt by the Regis- 
trar of evidence satisfactory to him 
thut said execution bus not been so 
satisfied. The Registrar shall not ter- 
minate such suspension or issue a 
new license to such person until it 
lias been shown to the Registrar that 
such execution bus been so satisfied 
or that the claim of tho judgments 
creditor bus been oilier wise fully sat- 
isfied.”

Thus a lot of trouble is saved all 
around. 

Davis A. Chapman is the director 
of the smoke division and he lias 
nice things to say about property own- 
ers who show the right spirit. What 
he thinks about those who fail to get 
his point Is something else again. But 
the work of Massachusetts is so im- 
portant and has produced so many 
satisfactory results that other States 
are falling in line. Colleges have 
realized the value of smoke abatement 
and are giving courses for the training 
of engineers to carry on this work. 
It is a new field for the combustion 
engineer who is able to recommend 
the installation of devices whereby 
the nuisance is abated and money 
saved for the property owner and 
manufacturer. 

Smoke emitted In heavy volumes 
doesn’t necessarily mean a violation 
of the law because in the law stacks 
are divided into various classes, ac- 
cording to the area at the top of the 
stack, and each one 1 b allowed so 
many minutes per hour In which to 
emit smoke. 

Personally, it may not make much 
difference to you whether there is 
smoke or not but Mr. Chapman says 
that the increase to the average citi- 
zen's laundry bill, us a result of a 
smoky city, is uppalling. So, remem- 
ber that and pruise tho Old Bay State 
for looking alter your interests.

Aldermen Meet 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held Monday night. 
Seventeen members were present — 
the absentees were Bowen, Farrell, 
Harte nnd Howlett. The meeting 
started at 8 o’clock: a short recess 
was held from 8:30 until 10:20 for 
committee meetings, nnd then the 
Board came out into the open again 
until 11:10 when it adjourned.

Ward 6. a distance of approximately 
790 feet; Commonwealth avenue, at 
Walnut street, a distance of approxi- 
mately 100 feet: Lakeview avenue, 
easterly from Commonwealth avenue, 
a distance of approximately 75 feet 
Fenno road. Ward 6, at Walnut street, 
a distance of approximately 35 feet; 
Walnut street. Ward 6. between Horn 
er street and Commonwealth avenue, 
a distance of approximately 1010 
feet. Homer street. Ward 6. easter- 
ly from a point about 170 feet east of 
Cummings road to Walnut street, 
distance of approximately 1005 feet. 

Charles Mahoney. Supervisor of 
Street Lights, told the Aldermen that 
Mayor Weeks desires conduits in the 
streets around the new City Hall as 
he wants no poles on Homer street 
near the municipal capitol. Aider- 
man Murray asked Mr. Peppin of the 
Edison Company if customers of the 
company must pay for installing un- 
derground service from their resi- 
dences to the street conduit. He 
was informed that the condition 
would be the same as on Lowell av- 
enue; customers who do not desire 
to pay for the installation of under 
ground service can continue to ob- 
tain service from wires overhead. Al- 
derman Murray asserted that in Bos- 
ton the Edison Company does not 
charge customers for connecting 
buildings with underground service. 
The Board later voted to grant a per- 
mit for the conduit on Washington 
street near Walnut, and held the oth- 
er petitions in committee for further 
consideration. 

Appropriations made by the Board 
included — Welfare Department, tem- 
porary clerk, $425; Accounting De- 
partment, pension for Patrick Mono- 
ban. $582; Street Department, laying 
out Radcliff road. $4071; Mossfleld 
road. $7392; drains in Varick and 
Quineboquin roads. $1609: in Dwhinda 
road. $1506; Water Department, work 
at reservation, $1500; main on Na- 
than road, $800; fee for service of 
consulting expert. $1000. 

Alderman Temperley inquired re- 
garding the appropriations for the 
Water Department. Alderman Bail 
explained that the $1500 is for work 
done every year at the reservation in 
Needham, such as making test bor- 
ings. The $1000 for expert advice is 
paid to Weston & Sampson, consult- 
ing engineers. Alderman Temper- 
ley commented that lie regards this 
expense as now unnecessary. He said 
that the present Water Commissioner 
came here as an expert and Mr. Tem- 
perley believes him to he qualified 
enough to deal with our water prob- 
lems without engaging the services 
of others. 

On recommendation of the Claims 
and Rules Committee, the Board re- 
fused to grant the petition of Emilio 
DiLuzio to change land at Glen aven- 
ue and Warren street from private 
residence to business zone. On rec- 
ommendation of the Licenses Com- 
mittee the Board granted a common 
victualler license to Salvatore Capa- 
donna at 97 Elm street; and a permit 
for a change in the design of the 
building at the gasoline station at 
Willow and Centre streets to the Jen- 
ney Company. It refused the peti- 
tions of Jack Young for a private ga- 
rage permit at 82 Park avenue; Jack 
Connolly for a permit to conduct a 
repair shop at 45 Needham street; 
Bonfiglio Guglielmitti for a street mu- 
sician’s license. • 

Hearings were assigned at the next 
meeting of the Board on June 20 on 
petitions for sewers in Howard street 
and Hunnewell avenue and a drain in 
Montrose street; also on the petitions 
of Louis Boudrot for a gasoline sta- 
tion at 112 Needham street, and the 
Bachrach Realty Trust for a gaso- 
line station at 978 Watertown street.

Country Day 
School Graduates 
Honor Mr. Kearns 


At the dinner held nt the Hotel 
Somerset on Thursday evening in cel- 
ebration of the 25th anniversary of 
Die founding of the Newton Country 
Day School. Heudmaster Kearns was 
the guest of honor nnd made the prin- 
cipal address. After recounting how 

he many obstacles at the beginning 
were overcome, he explained the idea 
td which he had dedicated his life. He 
said that his purpose in founding the 
school had been to provide a place 
were boys might prepare for life by 
living in the world and not out of it. 
He said that people do not live under 
the restrictive rules of institutional 
life from choice. They wish the widest 
possible range in choosing their 
friends, the music they shall hear, the 
plays they shall see. nnd the books 
they shall read. Children, under guid- 
ance, should have the same right. 

He also said that the school which 
gives the best training is the one which 
most strongly inculcates habits of orig- 
inal thought and independent judg- 
ment. The boy must be taught to de- 
pend upon himself and to stand upon 
his own feet. He must be made to feel 
his responsibility for his own actions 
as the restraints which governed him 
as a small boy are gradually removed. 

The Country Day School, said he, 
provides the opportunity for boys and 
parents to know each other as they 
should. Parental love and filial affec- 
tion are but feebly nourished by Sun- 
day letters written home at the com 
mand of distant headmasters. Under 
the plan of the school, parents are af- 
forded the opportunity of living with 
their sons and of taking an important 
part in their daily development. 

At the graduation exercises of the 
school held yesterday afternoon, the 
following boys from Newton were 
awarded prizes: Robert Williams of 
Newton Centre, John H. Chase Prize 
for the reading of good hooks; Donald 
Farrington of Auburndale. honorable 
mention, for written English; Willinm 
H. Nelson, Jr„ of Newton Centre. 
H. Lawrence Hooper. Memorial 
prize: James Donovan of Newton, hon- 
orable mention in Latin: Robert Wil- 
liams of Newton Centre. Boston Har- 
vard Club Prize.

Sweden’s Wood Industry 

Sweden was umoug the first coun- 
tries to advocate yeforestation and 
few If any countries of the world 
have succeeded as Sweden in ration- 
alizing the care of the forests and 
the various lndustr.es rerived there- 
from. The result if that the country 
now stands in the very front ranks 
as a producer of soft wood, wood pulp 
and all the by-procfucts of the saw- 
mill Industry. As a result of the 
care and intelllgetce exercised the 
wood has been shown by test to be of 
a very superior quality. The timber 
Is felled at a time when the sap does 
not circulate; the floating In very 
cold water reduces the risk of dis- 
ease in the logs; ihe material han- 
dled by modern machinery and last 
but not least the saperlor quality of 
the labor employed which has a fine 
sense of Judgment ip matters of wood 
quality. 


Giant Earthworms 

An earthworm native to southeast- 
ern Australia attains extreme lengths 
of 10 or 12 feet nnd diameters of % of 
an Inch, although rhe average speci- 
men is only 3 or 4 feet long. It be- 
longs to the same animal as our com- 
mon earthworms. The progress of 
these gigantic worms through the soil 
Is attended by gurgling and sucking 
sounds clearly audible to persons walk- 
ing on the surface. Their eggs resem- 
ble large olives. Related species which 
attain a length of several feet are 
found In parts of South America, Java 
and other parts of the world.

Freak Fish Eorn 

It is said on good authority that 
probably no other living species pro- 
duce more abnormalities than fish. 
Two-headed fish a.*e not uncommonly 
hatched at the various hatcheries of 
the state conservation department and 
Instances have been born with five per- 
fect hends to a single body and tall. 
Most of these fish do not live past ths 
stage when artificial feeding becomes 
necessary, although some do live to 
the adult age. 


Long Flights of Birds 

It Is a moot question what birds 
hold the distance flight records, but 
several mentioned by Laurence B. 
Fletcher, of the Northeastern Bird 
Banding association, are *t least 
worthy of honorable mention. A band- 
ed tern traveled 9,000 miles from 
Labrador to Madagascar, In the In- 
dian ocean, Fletcher related, while a 
humming bird mntle a round trip from 
a Franklin (N. II.) garden to the pam- 
pas of central South America.

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A Lecture on Christian Science 

Entitled • 

Christian Science: The Unity of Law and the Goppel 

by 

Ralph B. Scholfield, C.S., of London, England 

Member of the Board of Lectureship of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts 


A large audience attended the lec- 
ture on Christian Science given in 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Newton in the Church edifice in New- 
tonville, on Saturday, June 4th. Mr. 
Ralph B. Scholfield, of London, Eng- 
land, the lecturer, was Introduced by 
Mr. William S. Whitman, who spoke 
as follows: 

Friends: 

In the gospel according to Matthew 
(18:20) the Master, Christ Jesus, said 
“Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them.” 

We are gathered here this evening 
in the name of the Christ, seeking that 
truth which he taught would save, and 
to each one is extended a most cordial 
welcome. 

The Master also said, (Matt. 11:28- 
30), “Come unto me all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest. Take my yoke upon you and 
learn of me; for I am meek and lowly 
in heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. For my yoke is easy, and 
my burden is light.” 

In Paul's epistle to the Hebrews 
(4:15) we read that Jesus “was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin.” 

This statement clearly indicates that 
he must have known every trial and 
tribulation, every sorrow and limita- 
tion, which could cloud our human ex- 
perience, yet because of his clear and 
unclouded understanding of the law 
of God, which gives perfect protection 
to His every idea, Jesus could and did 
withstand every temptation, without 
sin; that is, without accepting into his 
consciousness, as real, any discordant 
or sinful condition, regardless of its 
seeming reality. 

The Master's loving invitation to 
bring our troubles of whatever nature 
to him and to exchange them for his 
yoke, thus finding rest, is just as ur- 
gent an invitation today as it was 
when he uttered the words. 

The fact that the acceptance of this 
invitation does result in relief from 
suffering and sorrow, is amply proven 
by the many testimonies given at the 
Wednesday evening meetings in Chris- 
tian Science Churches throughout the 
world, testimonies of the healing of 
all sorts of difficulties and expressions 
of gratitude for Christian Science, 
which teaches the same law of God, 
which Jesus so successfully applied. 

Our revered Leader, Mary Baker 
Eddy, in her textbook “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures,” 
and her other writings, has clearly sta- 
ted for us how we may individually 
accept Jesus' invitation and obtain 
the rest he promised. 

We are to have the pleasure this 
evening of listening to a lecture on 
Christian Science by a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ. 
Scientist, in Boston, who has chosen 
for his subject, “CHRISTIAN SCI- 
ENCE: THE UNITY OF LAW AND 
THE GOSPEL.” I take great pleasure 
in introducing Mr. Ralph B. Scholfield. 
of London, England. Friends — Mr. 
Scholfield. 


As we review the condition of hu- 
man affairs to-day throughout the 
world, we cannot help being struck by 
the universal sense of unrest and tu- 
mult. Dissatisfaction with old theories, 
systems, and standards of living has 
brought about a state of turbulence 
rather than a state of order and con- 
trol. In such conditions mortals are 
apt to be borne on by the current of 
human emotion without consideration 
of that divine law, whereby alone, 
order, discipline, and control can be 
maintained. That law, which we will 
call the law of Mind, intelligence, or 
God, is fully dealt with in the teach- 
ings of Christian Science. And through 
Christian Science we can learn how 
the application of that law will bring 
calm to the troubled waters of human 
experience. 

MORAL LAW 

The progressive portion of munkind 
has instinctively perceived that law 
and order are right, and indispensable 
to progress. It has formulated laws in 
its effort to bring about that ideal 
condition which it feels must be norm- 
al and natural. These may bo called 
laws of conduct, or moral laws. The 
purpose of moral law is to develop 
order, discipline, justice, and control; 
and one of the best known illustra- 
tions of this is the Ten Command- 
ments. These Commandments, though 
frumed to be comprehensible by mor- 
tals, are not the origin of moral law. 
They are based on something higher 
than mere human ordinances. Being 
the very essence of life, health, and 
success, regurdless of nution, time, 
and place, they must huve their foun- 
dation in intelligence or wisdom. 


Moral law, therefore, as we know it, 
is the direct outcome of the operation 
in human affairs of Mind, intelligence, 
or God. 

SO-CALLED PHYSICAL LAW 

Another sense in which law is fre- 
quently used is in the expression “phy- 
sical law.” The significance of the 
word “law,” used in this meaning, lies 
in the fact that it implies some fixed 
and invariable order, or uniform ac- 
tion. In so far as this so-called law 
manifests the elements of order, con- 
trol, discipline, and wisdom, it bears 
distinct resemblance to the moral law. 
Law interprets the control of wisdom 
and intelligence, and where these are 
not apparent there cannot be law. 
While the laws of adhesion, cohesion, 
and attraction seem to be wholly ma- 
terial, yet in so far as they manifest 
control, order, and wisdom they must 
be based on intelligence. A well-known 
professor of astronomy has said re- 
cently, “At the foundation of science 
is the principle that the universe is 
orderly.” This shows that even limited 
human vision is able to perceive, to 
some extent, the great law and order 
that support the universe. What is 
mistakenly termed physical law, in the 
proportion that it manifests wisdom, 
order, justice, and good, is the direct 
outcome of the operation in the mater- 
ial universe of intelligence, Mind, or 
God. 

We are enabled, therefore, to per- 
ceive that wherever law in its highest 
sense is being manifested, whether in 
moral or in physical conditions, there 
is evidence of the operation of intelli- 
gence, Mind, or God. 

NATURE OF THE LAWGIVER 

The nature of this great Lawgiver, 
God, or Mind, is a question that con- 
fronts every religion, and it confronts 
Christian Science. Even the leading 
physical scientists of to-day are look- 
ing beyond matter and mystery for a 
solution to this question and are com- 
ing to the most wonderful and inter- 
esting conclusions. Professor Jeans at 
Cambridge University has recently 
said: “The universe appears to have 
been designed by a pure mathemati- 
cian. . . . To-day there Is a wide mea- 
sure of agreement that . . . the uni- 
verse begins to look more like a great 
thought than like a great machine!” 

Even more wonderful still are state- 
ments written some thousands of 
years ago. In the book of Proverbs we 
read: “The Lord by wisdom hath 
founded the earth; by understanding 
hath he established the heavens. . . . 
Doth not wisdom cry? and understand- 
ing put forth her voice? . . . The Lord 
possessed me in the beginning of his 
way. before his works of old. I was set 
up from everlasting, from the begin- 
ning, or ever the earth was.” 

Christian Science teaches that the 
great Lawgiver cannot be inert matter 
or material force, but must be primal, 
eternal, and self-existent intelligence. 
Mind, or God. Wherever law is being 
manifested, whether in the command 
“Let there be light,” or in the control 
of the oceans, or in the exemplifica- 
tion of life and goodness in human ex- 
perience. it is always the same cause, 
namely. Mind, or God, that is operat- 
ing. All creation is held in this law. 
and it is a law of love, and not of 
hatred or indifference. For hatred and 
indifference cannot protect, support, or 
control. Hence the all-important fact 
that the great Lawgiver, God. must be 
Love as well as Mind. 

In order to illustrate the nature of 
God as the Lawgiver, Mrs. Eddy says 
in "Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures” (p. 119): “The law- 
giver. whose lightning palsies or pros- 
trates in death the child at prayer, is 
not the divine ideal of omnipresent 
Love. God is natural good, and is re- 
presented only by the idea of good- 
ness.” Therefore, from the standpoint 
of the Lawgiver, or God, being Love, 
she could detect at once that the pros- 
tration of a child in such circum- 
stances Is wholly unlawful, and is 
brought about by the general ignor- 
ance of God’s law of preservation so 
beautifully expressed by (he Psalmist 
in the simple words, “The Lord is thy 
keeper.” 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE ASPECT OF 
LAW 

The Christian Science aspect of law 
is of great importance not only in heal- 
ing but in everyday life. We may be 
accustomed to look upon luw merely 
as a regulation. But Christian Science 
shows law to be, in its ultimate mean- 
ing, an operative force which renders 
all that is unlike thut force powerless 
and unreal. 

To illustrate this: Suppose a Gov- 
ernment passes a constitutional bill 
rendering certain qualifications neces- 
sary for citizenship; then, whatever 
an individual may do, he cannot be a 
citizen unless he complies with thut 
law. If he disobeys it, he excludes 
himself from citizenship. In other 
words, that luw is an operative force, 
which ucts regurdless of persons, time, 
und place. In the sumo way God, who 
is infinite wisdom und Love, the 
primal und only Luwglvcr, operates 
through luws determining the nuture 
of man. Under these laws man is im- 
mortal, spiritual, and perfect; uhd dis- 
obedience to these laws deprives an 
individual of true muuhood. God’s law 
determines what is reul and what is 
not real. Hence, law is u divine ener- 
gy, eternally rendering all thut is un- 
like God lawless und devoid of power 
or truth. Evil und diseuse are forever 
unlike God, hence cunnot be bused on 
law. power, or truth. 


In order to be a good citizen we do 
not merely pray or beseech the consti- 
tutional Government to give us citizen- 
ship. We obey the laws that determine 
the status of citizenship, and our 
prayer is answered Just in so far as 
we are obedient. 

So, in order to experience life and 
health, and to prove man’s spiritual 
unity with God, we do not merely ask 
God to help us. Christian Science 
shows that we must obey His laws and 
that those very laws, when obeyed, 
will render the so-called forces of evil 
and disease utterly powerless, and will 
reveal man held eternally in the law 
of Life, God. 

In the Gospel of Matthew it is re- 
corded that Jesus was asked # by a law- 
yer. “Which is the great command- 
ment in the law?” Jesus’ reply was: 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind. This is 
the first and great commandment. And 
the second is like unto it, Thou shalt 
love they neighbour as thyself. On 
these two commandments hang all the 
law and the prophets.” Christian Sci- 
ence emphasizes the fact that in his 
gospel of healing and compassion 
Jesus did not destroy, but fulfilled all 
true law. And Christian Science teach- 
es that healing of disease follows na- 
turally the fulfillment of God’s law. 

THE FIRST COMMANDMENT 

The first demand, then, is to love 
God supremely. And here we are faced 
with a question that is not only natur- 
al but is one that exists at the back of 
the minds of most people, and that is: 
Is it possible to love anything, or any- 
one. that you do not understand? Obvi- 
ously, this is impossible. The Idea of 
God as infinite Mind and Love, and 
not as a mysterious and vindictive 
power, opens up to us the possibility 
of understanding and loving God. 

A Christian Scientist was once try- 
ing to explain to a highly intellectual 
man of science the nature of God. She 
told him that Christian Science teach- 
es that God is good; whereupon he 
replied instantly, “Do you mean that 
God keeps the Ten Commandments?” 
This was a somewhat humorous way 
of exposing the common inability to 
solve the profound question as to the 
nature of God. Christian Science ex- 
plains that God *Qoes not keep the 
Commandments as does a mortal, but 
that since He is infinite Mind and 
Love, He is the very basis and es- 
sence of those Commandments. God is 
therefore good, using that word as a 
noun and not merely as an adjective. 
To love God supremely implies two 
main demands: (1) to recognize that 
God must be absolute good — infinite 
Mind and Love; and (2) that we must 
understand the nature of God. 

LOVING OURSELVES 

The second command is to love 
one’s neighbor as one’s self, and it is 
necessary, as in the case of loving 
God, to understand the nature of one’s 
true self. Most people think they 
understand themselves more or less, 
and many have a kind of love for 
what they consider to be themselves. 
But is it their true self? Is it the man 
of God’s creation, spiritual, immortal, 
and perfect? 

There is a very helpful illustration 
of how to understand true selfhood in 
the story of the prodigal son. You will 
remember that the record states that 
after he had spent everything in vice 
and debauchery, he “came to himself." 
This was the turning-point in his car- 
eer. Does not this infer that there be- 
gan to awaken in him a desire for his 
true self? His desire to give up animal- 
ity and to be a man was a proof that 
he was beginning to obey God’s law, 
which is so clearly indicated by the 
writer in the book of Ecclesiastes, 
“This only have I found, that God hath 
made man upright; but they have 
sought out many inventions.” The 
prodigal’s true sense of man had not 
been destroyed, but merely obscured. 
When he began to have some desire 
and love for his true self, his true na- 
ture began to come to light. This led 
him away from evil to his birthright, 
and healed him. And he found his 
father loving him and coming out to 
meet him, not remaining at home 
angry with him. 

Many people have been taught to 
think of that parable as applying only 
to bad young men. But Christian Sci- 
ence shows how it applies to all who 
are under the bondage or domination 
of sickness, sin, and discord of every 
kind. 

The common expression "to be one’s 
self” would be very useful if applied 
correctly, since it implies being a 
true man. A true man is not physical, 
but is eternally spiritual, the likeness 
of his Maker, Spirit, God. Hence, 
man’s true self must express intelli- 
gence. health, life, and joy. There- 
fore. the self that wo murft love is our 
true, genuine self which is at one with 
God. and which manifests luw and 
order. And let us remember that we 
have not two selves, one evil und ma- 
terial and the other good and spiritual, 
but one only. What seems to be a ma- 
terial. sick, und sinning self is no 
more than a temporary dream; it is not 
that true self which is indicated in 
Psulm 17, “I shall be satisfied when I 
uwake, with thy likeness.” 

If a man has to produce a machine, 
or any kind of goods, he nuturally 
thinks of the standard machine or 
goods, and not of some old and worn- 
out sumples. In the same way. in 
thinking of man we should have some 
standard. The standard for man’s true 
selfhood must bo thut which is the 
outcome of primal law. infinite Mind. 
Love. Whatever does not come up to 
this stumlurd is not the true mun, 
God’s image und likeness, und has no 
luw to support it. 

THOUGHTS ABOUT HEALTH 

Two ways in which we nuturally 
think much about ourselves ure: in 
in our heulth, (2) in our occupation, 
or profession. Let us first exumine 
the thoughts about heulth. Infinite 


Mind, or God, says: “My thoughts are 
not your thoughts,” but the thoughts 
of mortals undoubtedly consider health 
to be dependent upon the blood, the 
brain, the nerves, and organs of the 
body. These thoughts claim to say to 
you, You, yourself, are physical, or 
animal in nature. For centuries physi- 
ology has been investigating these 
mortal verdicts, but Christian Science 
investigates and explains the thoughts 
of God. The conclusions that you sup- 
port will determine your views on the 
cause and cure of disease, and there- 
fore your health and happiness. 

HEREDITY 

Suppose, for a moment, that we 
think of ourselves as subject to here- 
ditary weakness or disease of some 
sort. Is such a thing the outcome of 
Mind, wisdom, Love, and does it con- 
stitute our true self? Heredity implies 
a material law of transmission and 
an origin to evil. But if Mind or God 
is the only Lawgiver, hereditary di- 
sease is unlawful and mortal. God does 
not think it or make it. It must be im- 
possible for God who is Life, or Mind, 
to think in terms of mortality, mater- 
iality. or death. We cannot simultan- 
eously believe in a law of heredity and 
the law of God. Mrs. Eddy says in Sci- 
ence and Health (p. 380): "Every law 
of matter or the body, supposed to 
govern man, is rendered null and void 
by the law of Life, God. Ignorant of 
our God-given rights, we submit to 
unjust decrees, and the bias of educa- 
tion enforces this slavery.” Let us 
then deprive so-called material here- 
dity of law, and obey only the one law 
of Life, or Spirit. And when we appre- 
hend the illegal nature of material 
heredity we shall cease to fear it and 
begin to come to ourself, and under- 
stand the words of Paul, "The law of 
the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin and 
death.” 

The question as to whether disease, 
limitation, and death are based on true 
law must sooner or later be answered 
by everyone. Much that is classified 
as law is but the outcome of the ob- 
servation of the human mind, being, 
as Mrs. Eddy says, “conjectural and 
speculative” (Science and Health, 
p. 229), and not based on divine 
Principle, Mind, or Love. 

DISEASE HAS NO COURSE TO RUN 

Sometimes we are led to suppose 
that certain diseases must run a defi- 
nite course before they either kill or 
are eliminated. That is a type of law 
to which mankind is in bondage and 
which has not been seriously ques- 
tioned for centuries, until Christian 
Science came. It is recorded in three 
Gospels that Simon's wife’s mother 
was taken ill with a great fever. Jesus 
never recommended her to take great 
care of her body, or to go to any place 
for convalescence until she regained 
strength. It is said in Luke’s Gospel 
that Jesus “stood over her, and re- 
buked the fever; and it left her: and 
immediately she arose and ministered 
unto them.” He never expected that 
fever to run a course. He separated it 
from what he knew to be her true 
self, and he rebuked it. He obeyed the 
law of God, under which disease is 
unlawful. 

Here is an illustration to show that 
what are called laws of matter or the 
body are not spiritual, but that they 
are only the outcome of human belief. 
I had a friend who was a very good 
long distance track runner. He was 
also a very fine mathematician. I once 
asked him if he ever became fatigued, 
or lost his breath while running. He 
said that he did. but that on those 
occasions he tried to work out a math- 
ematical problem and thus forgot all 
about the so-called law of matter 
which would otherwise have bound 
him. Does not that indicate that those 
so-called laws of matter were merely 
a decree of the human mind, and that 
when this mind became engrossed in 
something else it forgot its own laws, 
and thus showed them to be no more 
than changeable beliefs? 

What are wrongly termed laws of 
nature may appear to enter our lives 
in the shape of deformity, disease, and 
decay, but the hour has struck when 
mankind, through Christian Science, is 
questioning the legality of those laws. 

It is wise, and necessary, for us all 
to ask ourselves: Are age, limited 
capability, and death, based on law; 
or are they the false belief of self 
from which we must arise and go to 
the Father, whose laws are a law of 
destruction to all that is unlike wis- 
dom, Life, and Love? In Christian Sci- 
ence we are beginning to see that the 
words, “As thy days, so shall thy 
strength be” are not only a promise 
but a law. 

Let us then raise our ideal of our 
self from organic matter and material- 
ism up to our true nature; “till.” in 
the w’ords of Paul, ‘‘we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowl- 
edge of the Son of God, unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the stuture 
of the fulness of Christ." This is not 
self-love, but love of our true self. 

OUR OCCUPATION 

The other way in which we think 
much uhout ourselves is in our occupa- 
tion or profession. A man’s, or a wo- 
man’s. occupation will often be the 
outcome of his, or her. childhood im- 
pressions. Sometimes these will lead 
to constructive, unselfish ambition, 
sometimes to the reverse. Rut we are 
ull engaged on some sort of life-work, 
whatever our age or position. As Mrs. 
Eddy hue said in Science and Heulth 
tp. 248), "We are ull sculptors, work- 
ing at various forms, moulding and 
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chiseling thought.” What sort of a 
model have we before us? Is it one 
based on wisdom, law, and Love; or is 
it one based on limitation and failure? 
Do we hope for the best and fear the 
worst? The law emanating from the 
one great Lawgiver, Mind and Love, 
can produce only harmony. This law 
of harmony is indicated in that great 
Sermon on the Mount where Jesus 
says: "Consider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow; they toil not, neither 
do they spin: and yet I say unto you. 
That even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. 
Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass 
of the field, which to day is, and to 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall he 
not much more clothe you, O ye of 
little faith?” The ultimate law is that 
God. or Life, created and united our 
living with our life; but human belief 
has separated them with disastrous re- 
sults. 

If failure comes into our experience 
we are usually tempted to feel that we 
are the victims of circumstances, and 
that nothing but a miracle can put us 
on our feet again. Doubtless the prodi- 
gal argued that way! How often do 
we hear it said that if only “things” 
would change in some way or other, 
all would be well. We pray for help, 
but how rarely is it seen that it is not 
“things” but our "thoughts” that need 
to be altered! And just as the prodi- 
gal’s prayer started in right desire, 
and continued in obedience to law and 
lawful action, so must our prayer be 
when we are faced by failure. Prayer 
and law are inseparable. The children 
of Israel prospered and were protected 
in proportion to their obedience to the 
great law of the First Commandment. 
The size, numbers, and physical 
strength of their opponents were ut- 
terly powerless and of no importance 
so long as the nation was obedient to 
law, — namely, to having one God, one 
Mind, only. 

THE TRUE MOTIVE 

In our occupation we cannot exam- 
ine too closely our motives. And here 
Christian Science is very definite in 
its demands. In the construction of 
any great and important building, the 
architect, if he is a good one. tries 
only to bring out beauty, dignity, pro- 
portion, and so forth, and not to allow 
any selfish motive to mar the effects. 
In building up the true concept of him- 
self, the Christian Scientist has very 
definite motives. One of these has 
been defined as follows by Mrs. Eddy 
(Science and Health, p. 450): “The 
Christian Scientist has enlisted to 
lessen evil, disease, and death.” You 
will observe that this statement in- 
cludes no suggestion that he must do 
it after he reaches a certain state of 
understanding. He must do it now. 
Hence the goal towards which he must 
look in his daily occupation is the 
lessening of evil, disease, and death. 
This aim. or ambition, is beautifully 
expressed in Psalm 67: "That thy way 
may be known upon earth, thy saving 
health among all nations.” This true 
motive opens the door to the operation 
of good and of harmony. 

You may ask. How can one do such 
a thing when in the midst of business 
and material occupations? Suppose 
that one is very desirous for a certain 
business transaction to happen. The 
question naturally arises. Does Chris- 
tian Science teach one to pray to God 
to bring about this transaction? No. it 
does not. Even though a certain ma- 
terial result may seem very right and 
desirable from the human standpoint, 
yet the Christian Scientist never 
works or prays to bring about a mater- 
ial effect or result, either in business 
or in physical healing. He works and 
prays always to think God’s thoughts 
and to be guided by divine wisdom. 
When he prays “Thy will be done.” he 
means not only "May Thy will be 
done," but "Thy will is done:” or. in 
other words, the will of divine wisdom 
and Love is the only will that can be 
done. And that is all he wants to see, 
for it will assuredly satisfy and heal. 
Wisdom will often work out a problem 
for us in a way that, prior to the com- 
pletion of the problem, may seem 
wrong to us. as in the case of Daniel, 
and still more with Jesus, whose life, 
to many, appeared to end in failure. 

When we correct our motives and 
ambitions and make them correspond 
to the truth of Christian Science we 
shall no longer limit our life-work but 
we shall see the grand capabilities and 
capacities of our true self under the 
government of infinite law and Love. 
This is the self we can love without 
any fear of being selfish. 

LOVING OUR NEIGHBOR 

Now, having gained the true idea of 
ourselves that we can love and prove, 
let us apply the same test to our 
neighbor. You will again admit that 
to love your neighbor you must under- 
stand him. We are often tempted to 
think that we understand our neigh- 
bor: but bow seldom we do so! Sup- 
pose for a moment that we had been 
called upon to associate with the 
prodigal son — und we all of us are 
associating frequently with prodigal 
sons who are under the bondage of 
sickness and unhappiness, if not under 
actual sin: should we have been called 
upon to love thut physical expression 
of vice and squalor? I am sure that 
this would not have been necessary or 
possible. But with compassion in our 
hearts we could have followed his own 
subsequent line of thinking when he 
"came to himself.” and we could huve 
loved that true self ull the time, in 
spite of what the mortal was mani- 
festing. That would be the right thing 
to do. both for ourselves und for him. 
That. too. would have been loving and 
understanding our neighbor. There- 
fore. the manhood of our neighbor that 
we cun und must love is his true, 
genuine self, the mun that is spiritual 
and perfect, held eternally in the law 
of God. Life ami Love. 

Loving our neighbor, then, iucludes 
ulso getting at the truth about our 
neighbor, just us loving music or math- 
ematics includes getting at the truth 
uhout these subjects. 

The necessity for watching our 


thoughts regarding our neighbor is 
shown In the following habit of 
thought. The natural tendency of the 
human mind is to focus attention on 
evil. We may have a friend who is a 
wonderful character, a model of good- 
ness and kindness, and in speaking of 
him we may dwell on his good qual- 
ities and then spoil it all by some re- 
servation indicating a weakness. Then 
the human mind will take that weak- 
ness and magnify it beyond all propor- 
tion. whether it be a physical weak- 
ness or one of character. 

To many this may seem harmless. 
But. looking deeper, we see that by 
doing this, one is not only focusing 
one’s vision on evil, but one is asso- 
ciating evil with man and calling evil 
man’s selfhood. I do not wish to infer 
that one must entirely overlook and 
disregard evil occurring in others, but 
it is highly important to differentiate 
between what is lawful and real and 
what is unlawful and false; and to re- 
member that any manifestation of evil 
selfhood is neither man's true self nor 
the outcome of the one great law- 
maker and creator, God. Hence evil 
does not belong to man. 

HELPING TO HEAL OUR 
NEIGHBOR 

In the Christian Science treatment 
of disease, the question of loving our 
neighbor as ourselves is of vital im- 
portance. Suppose vour neighbor 
comes to discuss a disease with you 
(and there are plenty of people ready 
and anxious to do this); what is the 
,best attitude for you to take? First of 
all. ask yourself this question: Is this 
disease the outcome of law. of wisdom, 
and God? Obviously it is not. Then if 
you sympathize with the disease, and 
give it the dignity of place and power, 
you are sympathizing with and build- 
ing up something that Is wholly illegal, 
unwise, and evil. 

To gain dominion over disease you 
must understand that it has absolute- 
ly no law to support it. Whatever has 
no law to support it has no order and 
no continuity. It is utterly false. To 
see disease as false and lawless en- 
ables you to speak with authority to 
it. You fear it less: your confidence in 
the power of good grows, and you com- 
municate this to others. 

But in dealing with our neighbor we 
must be careful not to shock his feel- 
ings. We must not ruthlessly cast the 
teachings of Christian Science to his 
unprepared thought. And if vour neigh- 
bor wishes to talk disease, you should 
try gently and compassionately to lead 
his thought away from this false sense 
of self, and help him to arise and go to 
divine wisdom — that one Mind whose 
thoughts are perfect law. 

The Christian Science practitioner 
cannot heal without law and Love. 
And that Love is daily and hourly 
helping him to see his own true self 
and the true self of his neighbor. Here 
is an illustration. You will sometimes 
see a creeper, such as ivy, growing 
round an oak tree, choking and ob- 
scuring it completely. The ivy may be 
so thick as to cause you to think that 
it is actually an ivy tree. But if you 
know the facts, you understand that 
underneath the ivy is the true oak 
tree: and if you wish this oak tree to 
grow, you help it to do so by removing 
the creeper. Now. if vour neighbor is 
overgrown, as it were, by sickness and 
evil, are you going to forget his true 
self, and call him a sick man? The 
senses may tell you to do so. but the 
thoughts of God. the evidence of divine 
law and Mind, say otherwise. This is 
stated clearly by Mrs. Eddy (Science 
and Health, p. 476): "Jesus beheld in 
Science the perfect man. who appear- 
ed to him where sinning mortal man 
appears to mortals. In this perfect 
man the Saviour saw God’s own like- 
ness. and this correct view of man 
healed the sick. Thus Jesus taught 
that the kingdom of God is intact, uni- 
versal. and that man is pure and holy.” 
Sometimes this correct view of man 
is not acceptable to those whom we 
wish to help, and the mortal thus 
shuts himself out from the operation 
of God's law. TWO men once came to 
see me about the same time. They 
were both suffering from the same so- 
called serious organic disease which, 
they had been told, would necessitate 
a major operation. I tried to present to 
each of them a higher concept of man 
as immortal and perfect, and to en- 
courage him to rise out of his false 
sense of self or life in matter, to see 
his true nature upheld by the law of 
good. Life, and Love. One of these 
men accepted this correct view in deep 
humility and gratitude and was mar- 
velously healed within a few hours. 
The other was annoyed at being, as 
he called it. given a sermon, and he 
went away and received no healing. 
Self-love, which is selfishness and self- 
centeredness. hides one’s true seif, 
which loves unselfishly. 

LOVING ALL MANKIND 
Christian Science shows that the 
question of loving our neighbor 
stretches far beyond our immediate 
surroundings. It reaches into the great 
national and international affairs of 
the day. and our attitude ou this point 
determines, largely, the harmony, or 
otherwise, of those affairs. Employ- 
ment. commerce, wealth, peace, and 
war are affected by it very directly. 
And here again we see the impossibil- 
ity of loving other nations without 
understanding them. And to under- 
stand them we must again look beyond 
the outward appearances to man's true 
nuture. remembering that this spiritual 
nature and this alone is real aud per- 
manent. if individuals and nations do 
not express some measure of under- 
standing and love they obscure the 
very essence of unity and cooperation; 
they ure not naturul. und being uu- 
natural, they are not themselves. In 
such a condition fear, hatred, and sus- 
picion purulyze confidence, industry, 
and justice. 

When a nation is beset by want and 
woe. as was the prodigal, its remedy 
is the same us thut of the prodigal, 
namely, for the individuals compris- 
ing the nation to "come to them- 
selves.” This eau be doue ouly by indi- 


vidual effort, and we here can do much 
to help that, for by loving God su- 
premely and our neighbor as ourself, 
we are conforming to the operation of 
the power of Love which heals, stabil- 
izes, and restores. If the task seems 
too vast, let us remember that the 
prodigal did not* have to heal all sin- 
ners. By healing himself he helped his 
nation in the best possible way. Right 
motives clear the road of obstructions, 
and love and achievement go hand in 
hand. 

Let us then cease to bear false wit- 
ness against our neighbor and love 
him for what he is and not for what 
he may appear to be. Then we shall 
lift his burdens, and in so doing, lift 
our own. thus obeying the law and de- 
monstrating the gospel. 

OUR LEADER’S GREAT WORK 

Christian Scientists recognize that 
besides Christ Jesus no one has lifted 
the burdens of sickness and evil from 
humanity as has our revered Leader, 
Mary Baker Eddy. A careful study of 
the references to law throughout her 
writings will reveal the fact that no 
great teacher has ever been more in- 
sistent on obedience to the laws, both 
of God and of the land in which we 
live. She recognized, as she has said in 
the Church Manual (p. 28): “Law con- 
stitutes government. . . . Without a 
proper system of government and form 
of action, nations, individuals, and re- 
ligion are unprotected.” As the revela- 
tion of Christian Science unfolded she 
boldly and courageously faced the ques- 
tion as to whether sin, disease, and 
death are based on law. Her love of 
good urged her on. and her desire to 
heal the lame, the deaf, the dumb, the 
blind, the sick, and the sinner, brought 
her to the point where she saw these 
conditions as unlawful bondage, such 
as was experienced by the prodigal. 
She pressed on until she saw that a 
higher law. the law of the one great 
Lawgiver. Mind and Love, must end 
human bondage. And in explaining this 
she has said (Science and Health, 
p. 277): “Christian Science raises the 
standard of liberty and cries: ‘Follow 
me! Escape from the bondage of sick- 
ness. sin, and death!’ . . . The illusion 
of material sense, not divine law, has 
bound you." She. indeed, has revealed 
to us the only reasonable and rational 
way of loving God supremely and our 
neighbor as ourselves. And she has 
done this in the only way possible, 
namely, by practising it herself first. 
As time goes on. the evidence to sup- 
port this historical fact grows, but 
there is a greater and more important 
test than that of mere human history 
to prove the grandeur of her work. 
This test is that her teachings are 
demonstrable by all mankind in bring- 
ing out the effects of the law of God. 
Love, through healing all kinds of evil 
and disease. She. indeed, has reunited 
the gospel of healing with the great 
law that there is only one God. Truly 
it can be said of her. in the, words of 
the writer in the book of proverbs, 
"She openeth her mouth with wisdom: 
and in her tongue is the law of kind- 
ness.” 

Paul says. “Love is the fulfilling of 
the law.” Christian Science is showing 
mankind that this law is the one great 
moral force or power which is opera- 
tive in every proof of the power of 
good over evil. To love is to under- 
stand. and to understand is to love. 
The law of Love gives man power to 
heal all evil, including disease, and to 
experience what James spoke of as the 
“perfect law of liberty.” 

In thinking of the law and the gos- 
pel. let us not regard the law merely 
as the Ten Commandments and the 
gospel as a feeble effort to manifest 
some human affection. Let us rather 
understand God as “I AM." as the one 
great lawmaker. Love, whose law ren- 
ders life good and love eternally real, 
while evil, disease, disorder, and death 
are rendered wholly unlawful, unreal, 
and powerless. Let us think of the gos- 
pel as the demonstration of this law 
in all the minutiae of our daily experi- 
ence. healing sorrow, sickness, sin. and 
death. Let us remember that "the law 
and the gospel concur" (Message for 
1902, p. S). and are as essential to our 
existence as life itself. 

To love God supremely and our 
neighbor as ourself requires, then, a 
new vision of God. of our neighbor, 
and of ourself. This vision, in propor- 
tion as it resembles the thoughts of 
God. opens up to us a new and true 
view of God’s creation, or reality. Does 
not this imply that the evidence of the 
material senses must disappear before 
the knowledge of the truth? What is 
this but prophetic vision, and the con- 
currence of the law and the prophets? 
Thus, keeping the law and having 
spiritual vision concur. Through obedi- 
euce to law this \ision opens to us the 
truth about God. our neighbor, and our- 
self. and "this correct view of man” 
heals the sick. This vision enables us 
to know as God knows, and to under- 
stand the unity of law and prophetic 
vision contained in those wonderful 
words of Isaiah: "Behold. I create 
new heavens and a new earth: and 
the former shall not be remembered, 
nor come into mind. But be ye glad 
and rejoice for ever in that which I 
create: for. behold. I create Jeru- 
salem a rejoicing, and her people a 
joy.”

work of Anna Kovitz. 

Diplomas were given to the follow- 
ing graduates: Frances Jennings, for 
the regular course of 10 Grades in 
piano witli a “High Honor” standing 
throughout her eight years in the 
School; Virginia Kenway, piano, and 
Olivia Vuilleumier. violin, graduates of 
1931, were awarded diplomas for Xo- 
mal Training. 

Three Scholarships were awarded: 
The President’s Scholarship was 
awarded to Anna Kovitz. a graduate 
in 1931. enabling her to take the full 
course at the Institute of Musical Art 
(Juillurd Foundation! in New York, 
entering in October: the Luke-Seaver 
Scholarship was awarded to Aida Puc- 
ciarelli, for violin study: the Ampico 
Company, through Mr. Herman S. 

Vice-President of the dicker- 
ing Company, each year awards a 
Scholarship in the Music School to 
the winner of the First Year Piano 
(Mass work in the Public Schools. This 
was held last year by Philip Whittel- 
sey. Another award will he made at 
the Public School contest late in June, 
in the High School Auditorium.

Holds Annual Meeting 

$75,000 Contributed 

Reports of Activities Show That Hundreds of Newton Re»i- 
dents Were Aided and Given Work in Past Year 


At the first annual meeting of the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee, held recent- 
ly, detailed reports were made of the 
committee’s activities and of the re- 
ceipt and disbursements of funds. The 
secretary reported that during the 
winter months various projects for 
development of playgrounds In this 
city were carried out under the direc- 
tion of the Newton Playground De- 
partment. On this work the sum of 
$8885.25 was expended. Work done by 
unemployed men under the direction 
of the Street Department caused an 
expenditure of $6977 from the treasury 
of the Relief Committee. Of this 
amount $3902 was spent on painting 
and repairing fences owned by the 
city. 

On recommendation of the Chief of 
the Fire Department, several buildings 
which were fire menaces were re- 
moved with permission of the owners. 
$1,642.60 was spent for this purpose, 
giving work to carpenters, roofers, 
etc., who otherwise would not have 
had any opportunity to secure work. 
All wood obtained from these build- 
ings was distributed to the needy. It 
was estimated that enough wood was 
secured to pay for the labor involved. 

The sum of $18,502.73 was expended 
on private and semi-private property 
to remove trees and clear underbrush 
wi£h the understanding that the May- 
or’s Relief Committee would have the 
wood to distribute to the needy of the 
city. Over 700 cords of wood were 
delivered on orders from the Newton 
Welfare Bureau, Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare and ministers of the vari- 
ous churches. 

The above activities enabled the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee to give 
work to 744 men and women, which 
enabled them to earn at least part of 
the necessary amount to carry them 
through the winter months. 

The report of the Treasurer for the 
period from Novembr 1. 1931, to April

in positions offered and paid for by 
Newton citizens. The amount of earn- 
ings they reported to the Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee was $25,512.00. 

Temporary loans amounting to $11.- 
149.10 were made to 111 different per- 
sons. 

The clothing chest which was at the 
headquarters of the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee was under the direction of 
the Newton Welfare Bureau: volun- 
tary services being furnished by mem- 
bers of the Newton Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. During the winter, 
8952 articles of clothing were distrib- 
uted to 312 families. The Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee contributed to this 
work $529.34, having been able to pur- 
chase from the War Department new 
shoes and clothing at a ridiculously 
low figure. It purchased shoes for 25c 
a pair, heavy socks for 5c to 6c a pair, 
working trousers for 25c a pair, etc. 

The Mayor's Relief Committee dis- 
tributed 500-98 pound bags of flour 
which were contributed by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. It is anticipated that 
the Committee another 500 possibly 
1,000, more bags before next winter. 

Pledges received for the work of the 
committee amounted to $81,860.72, of 
which $73,255 had been collected up 
to April 30. Since that time over 
$1900 was received from the proceeds

Cambridge Congressman May 
Be Appointed Judge 


Congressman Robert Luce of Wal- 
tham. who has represented the 13th 
District since 1919 will be opposed 
for the Republican nomination by Con- 
gressman Frederick W. D^tinger of 
Cambridge, who has represented the 
5th. District for a number of terms. 
Those two districts were largely con- 
solidated when the redistricting of 
Mass, was made necessary by the 
reduction of this State’s representa- 
tives from 16 to 15. The Massachu- 
setts Legislature, to the surprise of 
most citizens, protected the other Rep- 
resentatives by leaving their districts 
practically intact, but used the 6th 
and 13th Districts for disruption and 
made two of this Commonwealth’s 
best qualified and most influential Con- 
gressmen the goats. 

Mr. Dallinger is being mentioned for 
appointment as one of the judges of 
the United States Customs Court in 
New York, where two vacancies exist. 
President Hoover has not intimated 
how he will act on Mr. Dallinger’s 
candidacy for this position, and it is 
apparent that the Congressman is not 
going to handicap himself by with- 
holding ids entrance into the fight 
for the Representative nomination. 

The United States Customs Court is 
comprised of nine judges. It sits in 
different parts of the country and 
comes to Boston a few times each 
year. It hears cases on rates and 
duties assessed on imported merchan- 
dise. The presiding justice of the 
court, Israel Fischer was retired two 
months ago. and Judge George M. 
Young, who succeeded him recently 
died.

Mrs. Tillinghast Addresses 
Kiwanis and Rotary Clubs 
On Immigration Problems 

Discusses Quota Restrictions, Illegal Entry, Deportation, and 
Activities of Reds, Before Large Audience 


On Flag Day, Tuesday, June 14th. 
the Kiwanis and Rotary Clubs of 
Newton met in a joint meeting at 
the Charles River Country Club. New- 
ton Centre, with the wives of mem- 
bers of both service clubs. More 
than two hundred persons comprised 
the audience which heard a remark- 
able address on the immigration qaes- 
tion by the gnest speaker, Mrs. Anna 
Tillinghast, Commissioner of Immi- 
gration for the Port of Boston. 

President Charles A. Mahoney of 
the Kiwanis Club presided and wel- 
comed the Rotary Club to which 
President Frank L. Richardson of the 
latter organization responded. Presi- 
dent Mahoney presented James P. 
Gallagher of Newton. District Gover- 
nor of Kiwanis. who Introduced Mrs. 
Tillinghast in his usual appropriate 
manner. 

With a few words of appreciation 
for the opportunity to speak before 
the Newton service clubs Mrs. Tilling- 
hast went right to the heart of the 
subject of immigration in such an in- 
teresting and decisive manner as to 
acquaint her audience with the re- 
alization that the subject is of ex- 
treme importance to the entire coun- 
try. It presents one of the biggest 
and most important problems of to- 
day, affecting as it does the social, 
economic, and political questions. At 
first no restriction was made upon 
the number of natives of other coun- 
tries who desired to come to America 
to live but the increased immigra- 
tion of the years from 1890 to the 
time of the war presented a problem 
which was brought to a head follow- 
ing the close of the war. The cen- 
sus of 1920 showed that more than 
forty millions of people, over one- 
third the population of the entire 
country, were aliens. East of the 
Mississippi river 50% of the popula- 
tion was alien, in Massachusetts 60%. 
in Connecticut 69% and in Rhode Is- 
land 71%. At that time there were 
between five and six million people 
unemployed in America. The speak- 
er pointed out how the country had 
worked out of that situation into an 
unprecedented period of prosperity. 
She also expressed the belief that the 
country would work out of the pres- 
ent situation into an even greater era 
of prosperity. Following the war 
there were thirty million people in 
Europe planning to leave their war- 
wracked lands to come to America, 
resulting in the passing of the Emer- 
gency Immigration Act which was fol- 
lowed in 1924 by the law establish- 
ing the various immigrant quotas for 
various countries. In 1929 these 
quotas were further restricted. These 
laws applied to all countries except 
Canada. Mexico and the independent 
republics of the Western Hemisphere. 
In 1931 by an executive order of 
President Hoover the immigrant quo- 
tas from all countries were restricted 
to ten percent of those allotted un- 
der the 1924 act. A bill is now be- 
fore Congress by which this execu- 
tive order will become law and which 
will also include the restriction of 
immigration from those countries 
previously exempted. In addition va- 
rious amendments to these immigra- 
tion laws have been passed in order 
to cover different phases of the main 
problem. 

The matter of illegal entry into the 
United States is a big problem. As 
in the case of all laws the greater 
the restriction and the better the ad- 
ministration the greater is the tend- 
ency to evade the law. It is impos- 
sible to patrol the 5.933 miles of bor- 
der separating the United States from 
Mexico and Canada and thus oppor- 
tunities are afforded for the smug- 
gling of aliens into the country- Many 
are also brought in on boats while 
others attempt the use of alpiost every 
type of forged document. Many cases 
arouse sympathy and a continual ef- 
fort is made to make these immi- 
grants who are detected trying to 
make illegal entry realize that they 
must respect the laws in order to 
gain the privileges of the country 
in which they desire to live. Faked 
relationships, so-called students, and 
visitors, are other methods which are 
tried in order to gain entry. As fast 
as one method is brought under some 
control other methods are devised. 

The problem of deportation is also 
one which is of great concern. The 
law states that all aliens haviug en- 
tered the country since 1924 other 
than through the quota shall be de- 
ported. Prior to that time the statutes 
carried a limitation of five years af- 
ter which time an alien could not be 
deported. It is estimated that there 
are more than one million alieus re- 
siding in the United States illegally. 
Even if it were possible to apprehend 
all of these it would be impossible 
to deport them because of the ex- 
pense connected with each deporta- 
tion. 

The department must proceed by 
law. It cannot deport auy person un- 
less for definite grounds. The regu- 
lar procedure is for the Commissioner 
of Immigration at the Port in the dis- 
trict to have the case investigated. 
If it is revealed that the mutter comes 
under the jurisdiction of the law and 
that the law h;^s beeu violated a hear- 
ing is given to the individual. The 
latter’s attorney has power to sum- 
mon witnesses, present documents 
and otherwise attempt to prove that 
the defendant should not be deported. 
The entire case is put before the 
Commissioner. On being sent to Wash- 
ington with a request for a warrant 


of deportation It is reviewed in or- 
der that it may be fair and just to 
the individual and to the government. 
The warrant is then issued and re- 
turned to the Port which hand lee 
the case. The attorney is notified 
and he has the right of three appeals, 
to the Federal Coart, the Circuit 
Court and the Supreme Court. Fail- 
ing in these appeals if the individual 
to be deported is a criminal his at- 
torney may seek a pardon from the 
Governor which if granted voids the 
deportation warrant. With such pro- 
cedure It is not possible for aliens 
to be “railroaded” out of the country. 

In cases of deportation it is also 
necessary to get a passport from the 
country of which the person to be 
deported is a citizen and in many 
cases months elapse before snch a 
passport is obtained. Prior to 1924 
any alien who was deported could im- 
mediately return resulting in another 
phase of the problem which was both 
discoaraging and expensive. Mrs. Til- 
linghast cited a case last year in 
which a woman was returning to the 
country for the fifth time after hav- 
ing been deported on each occasion. 
In 1929 the law was amended so that 
any alien deported for any cause 
could not re-enter without being 
guilty of a felony. The penalty for 
such an offence is $1,000 fine or two 
years in prison, or both at the dis- 
cretion of the court. The passage 
of this amendment brought consider- 
able pressure onto Congress to modify 
the restriction. This was done to 
the extent where the Secretary of 
Labor, in his discretion, may grant 
an alien the chance to apply for re- 
entrance after a year has elapsed 
from the time of deportation. 

The anarchist problem is one which 
the immigration officials are constant- 
ly facing. In this respect the law 
makes it mandatory that any Individ- 
ual who is a member of any organiza- 
tion which has the object to over- 
throw the government by force or vio- 
lence shall be deported. It is diffi- 
cult to administer this law because 
of the fact that the person questioned 
will deny such organization member- 
ship. Thus it becomes necessary to 
investigate his life and habits for a 
considerable period of time. Another 
deterring factor in this respect has 
arisen through the issuance of orders 
by such organizations that members 
questioned shall make no reply. 

Mrs. Tillinghast spoke straight 
from the shoulder regarding Commu- 
nism intimating that the situation was 
not overrated and that the people of 
America must realize that a real 
problem confronts them. The move- 
ment seeks to honey-comb the coun- 
try, bring about a revolution, and 
set up a government managed for 
Moscow. 

In closing Mrs. Tillinghast asked 
the co-operation of all in the grand 
cause of “My Country ’Tis of Thee.” 


Bishop From India 
Speaks at N’ville 
On Problem There 

The Methodist Episcopal Churches 
of the Norumbega District held a 
World Friendship Mass Meeting in 
the NewtonviUe Church on Friday eve- 
ning. June 10. when Bishop Jashwant 
Rao Chitambar. M.A.. D.D.. of India 
gave an address. Bishop Chitambar. 
who is the first Indian to be elected 
bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church came to this country to attend 
General Conference at Atlantic City 
in May. His wife. Satyavati Violet 
Chitambar. is with him and is also 
! speaking at various meetings in the 
interests of her people. The Bishop 
has held the positions of General Su- 
perintendent of the Central Confer- 
ence of Southern Asia, teacher in the 
Theological Seminary at Bareilly. Prin- 
cipal of the Lucknow Christian Col- 
lege. and President of the All India 
Christian Association. He has been 
a delegate to the General Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church four times. 

The meeting was conducted by the 
Rev. D. D. Hoagland of Waltham who 
asked Rev. Harry A. Hanson, who has 
just returned from 16 years of mis- 
sionary service in India, to introduce 
the speaker. Mr. Hanson spoke with 
appreciation of his work with Bishop 
Chitambar in India. The Bishop 
touched on the economic, social and 
religious conditions in his country. He 
said that the exploitation of her nat- 
ural resources of mica, coal, salt pe- 
ter. oil and forests by foreigu coun- 
tries is a strong factor in her de- 
mands for independence. According 
to the present marriage laws a girl 
cannot marry until she is 14 and a 
boy must be IS. .Primary education is 
compulsory Five years have seen a 
marked breukiug down of social dis- 
tinctions. 

Bishop Chitambar dressed in the 
clerical clothes of his country and 
speaking from a deeply religious ex- 
perience. made a lasting impression 
on his audience. He said that his peo- 
ple must worship something. They add 
religion to the three traditional R’s. 
The Christiau religion to them is an 
experience and not a theology. There 
are 12.065 Christian churches in the 
couutry and the people were never so 
alert and active economically, so- 
cially aud religiously as now. The 
speaker called India "The burning 
heart of Asia.”

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MAKING GOOD HEADWAY 

Newton motorists are watching with extreme interest the 
excellent headway being made in the resurfacing of Washing- 
ton street. The construction company doing the work began 
the laying of one of the four 10-foot concrete strips on Tues- 
day. Two announcements from the State Highway Depart- 
ment of Public Works make welcome news. The first is to 
the effect that the new roadway on the north side of the road 
will be ready for use about the middle of July. This roadway 
will consist of two strips of concrete and a section of bitum- 
inous macadam along the curbing. When the north side is 
opened the construction on the south side, consisting of two 
concrete strips and a bituminous macadam section will be 
started. The second announcement answers the question of 
many motorists as to the reason why the best portion of the 
street was torn up first and traffic compelled to use the ex- 
ceedingly rough surface along the railroad. The contractor 
was permitted to start on the north side of the street in order 
to minimize the handicap imposed upon the storekeepers and 
residents along that side. Had the south side of the street, 
along the railroad, been constructed first, business on the 
north side would have been handicapped until the comple- 
tion of the entire street. Under the present plan the incon- 
venience will be almost at an end when the north side is 
opened for traffic. 


The address by JMrs. Tillinghast before the service clubs 
of Newton, as printed elsewhere in this issue, is of extreme 
interest to every citizen* who has the welfare of the country 
at heart.

FIND BIG STILL AT OAK HILL 


Another big still was discovered at 
Oak Hill by Newton police early last 
Friday morning.

At the last meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen the matter of 
granting an extension of a permit to 
operate a sand and gravel pit In a 
residential zone was acted upon. Dur- 
ing the discussion on this matter, Al- 
derman Holden of Ward 6 said: "We 
are having trouble with gravel pits 
all over the city; a firm stand should 
be taken against them." Alderman 
Bail said that the gravel pits In this 
city are eyesores. Both aldermen 
voiced the opinion held by thousands 
of our citizens. But, if gravel pits, 
mostly located off streets and ob- 
scured are eyesores, what can be said 
of the condition which exists at the 
corner of Washington street and Com- 
monwealth avenue, West Newton? 
There an attractive property was sub- 
divided into lots. Then two of the 
lots, one at the corner of the two 
streets, the other adjoining on Wash- 
ington street, were excavated, leaving 
an eyesore that stands out conspicu- 
ously at one of the most traveled 
spots in this city. This area is in a 
residential zone. A number of peti- 
tions had, In previous years, been un- 
successfully presented to the Board 
of Aldermen asking that the other 
three corners at the intersection of 
these two main streets be changed 
from residential to business zone. 

Then peculiarly, although the two 
lots excavated were owned by two 
different persons, one of whom had 
held title but a very short time, both 
were dug out at about the same time. 
Certainly the excavation of this land 
didn’t make it more desirable for resi- 
dential purposes. As a member of 
the Board of Aldermen last year, the 
writer said at a meeting, referring 
to the creation of the eyesore at 
Commonwealth avenue and Washing- 
ton street: "If this were done to in- 
fluence the city to change this loca- 
tion to a business zone, the Aldermen 
should refuse to co-operate in such 
a scheme by turning down any peti- 
tion presented for such a change." 

The BOSTON POST had an inter- 
esting article on Wednesday about 
costly private bars in Newton resi- 
dences. If the alleged facts stated 
in this article are true, it would seem 
that while Newton may have fewer 
"speak easies" than other cities in 
the State, it has more private "talk 
loud” rooms. Where liquor flows, con- 
versation does not languish. 

HIGH SCHOOL BARS POST GRAD- 
UATE STUDENTS 


The depression is showing itself at 
Newton High School. Graduates of 
this year’s class and previous years 
cannot find employment. So many de- 
sire to return to school for post grad- 
uate courses that the school Depart- 
ment lias been compelled to refuse 
this privilege to many. No student 
will be permitted to come back as a 
post graduate except those who are en- 
deavoring to obtain additional credits 
to enter some college. Of this year’s 
graduating class, or 600, 50 wanted to 
return to school. If this wrfs allowed, 
two additional teachers would have 
to he hired and room needed for 
pupils entering next September from 
junior high schools would be en- 
croached upon. It is also probable 
that stricter investigation will be 
given pupils from other places who 
come to Newton to reside with rela- 
tives or friends so that they can en- 
roll at Newton High School.

Will Start Building 
Worcester Pike in 
Newton in July 

Houses Must Be Moved Near 
Chestnut, Centre, Parker Sts 


The Public Works Department of 
the Commonwealth will advertise to- 
day for bids on that section of the 
Boston & Worcester turnpike which 
will traverse this city. The section will 
start In Wellesley about a half-mile 
west of the bridge over the Charles 
River, follow the old turnpike (Wor- 
cester street) to the Newton line, 
thence along Boylston street through 
Newton Upper Falls and Newton High- 
lands to a point about 1-4 mile west 
of the Brookline line. Construction of 
the new super-highway would be car- 
ried further this year but for the fact 
that a large part of the revenue raised 
by the tax on gasoline for highway 
construction and maintenance, was di- 
verted to help cities and towns in re- 
lieving the unemployed. One-sixth of 
the revenue so raised was deducted 
for the purpose named. During the 
coming year one-third of the tax will 
be deducted. 

The turnpike through this city will 
be similar in construction to the sec- 
tions already constructed from Shrews- 
bury to Framingham. For the most 
part there will be two 30 foot traffic 
lanes separated by a 10 foot reserva- 
tion. In some places the reservation 
will have a width of 40 feet. Starting 
500 feet west of the Newton line in 
Wellesley an overpass will begin 
which will carry two 24 foot traffic 
lanes on a viaduct over Chestnut 
street. This viaduct will be , flanked 
by two 24 foot roadways which will 
serve the needs of the residents along 
this part of Boylston street and con- 
necting streets. At Centre street an 
underpass will carry traffic beneath 
the turnpike. At Parker street another 
overpass will take the turnpike over 
this highway and lessen the grade 
now on Boylston street at this loca- 
tion. No provision has been made yet 
to care for traffic crossing the turn- 
pike at Eliot, where Woodward and 
Eliot streets enter. Neither has any 
provision been made to safeguard con- 
ditions in the congested neighborhood 
at Thonipsonville. 

It is expected that work on this sec- 
tion of the turnpike will commence 
about July 15 and that the big high- 
way will be opened to traffic in the 
Spring of 1933. No work will be done 
this year, however, on the section in 
WelleBley between the section referred 
to here and that now being done from 
Framingham through Natick. 

The construction of ramps near 
Quineboquin road. Centre and Parker 
streets will necessitate takings of land 
at these points and the removal of 
several houses. These ramps will con- 
nect the turnpike with the intersecting 
streets and service roads which will 
be constructed at the sides of the big 
highway where overpasses and under- 
passes will be constructed.

Because many of thjb voting places 
in this city are located )n school build- 
ings the thought oclurred to City 
Clerk Grant that the services of school 
teachers might be* obtained to assist 
in counting votes at the coming elec- 
tions.

However, as most of the 
school teachers in this city are Re- 
publican by political affiliation, and 
half of those serving at the polls 
must be Democrats, it is doubtful if 
enough of the latter will be found 
among the volunteer vote counters. 
If this proves the case, it is probable 
that the Democratic City Committee 
may be asked to supply volunteer 
vote counters as representatives of 
their party.

Gasoline Filling 
Stations Before 
The Aldermen 

Much Discussion at Hearings 
On Several Such Petitions 


The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men was scheduled to start at 7:45 
on Monday nigbL and at that time 
a distinguished citizen of the Com 
monwealth, noted for punctiliousness 
appeared In the Aldermanic chamber. 
But, Hon. Herbert Parker of Lancas- 
ter bad to wait until 8:25 before the 
members of the Board filed Into the 
room from belated committee confer- 
ences and the meeting was called to 
order. Mr. Parker was present in 
his capacity as counsel for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company to Inform the Al- 
dermen regarding the desire of his 
client to establish a Ailing station 
on Commonwealth avenue at Chest- 
nut terrace, Newton Centre. But, 
the matter had not been included on 
the docket for the meeting, so the 
eminent attorney could only leave the 
plsns of the proposed station with the 
City Clerk and defer his intended ad- 
dress until a subsequent meeting. 

It Is proposed to establish a modern 
drive-in filling station on the site of 
the one-story business structure now 
on the locus. For some years a Ail- 
ing station permit has been exercised 
at 558 Commonwealth avenue; one of 
the stores in the building, by means 
of portable tanks on the sidewalk, and 
also a pump at the rear of tbs build- 
ing. An extension of this non-con- 
forming use is asked for so that the 
small station can be evolved into a 
large outdoor filling station. The dis 
trict la zoned for private residences. 
It is probable that Mr. Parker may 
contend that inasmuch as the Stand- 
ard Oil Company had to give up one 
of its most profitable stations, former- 
ly located on the site of the new City 
Hall, it should be accorded the de- 
sired location. The Lincoln Realty 
Company, owner of the property 
where the station is desired is co- 
petitioner with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The Aldermen voted to hold a 
hearing on this petition on July 15th. 

Joseph D. McMullin spoke in favor 
of the granting of a permit to Louis 
A. Boudrot for a gasoline filling sta- 
tion at 112 Needham street. Upper 
Falls. This location is a garage re- 
pair shop owned by Boudrot and oc- 
cupied by McMullin. Boudrot was 
granted a permit for a filling station 
there two years ago. but neglected 
to exercise the privilege and allowed 
the permit to expire. 

Attorney James P. Gallagher ap- 
peareflF for the Bxehrach Realty Trnst 
which seeks a permit for a filling sta- 
tion at 978 Watertown street. West 
Newton. Mr. Gallagher, who digni- 
fies filling stations by also designat- 
ing them as “lubritoriums’’. explained 
that the locus is just east of Wash- 
ington street, has a frontage of 144 
feet and a depth of 80 feet. An an 
clent wooden building now on the site 
will be razed; a brick building al- 
tered and the changes will improve 
the appearance of the place. The 
only opposition to the petition was 
competitive; coming from owners of 
nearby filling stations. 

The petition of Cataldo Marchioni 
for an extension of the permit to op- 
erate the machinery and equipment 
at the large gravel pit at 2131 Wash- 
ington street, opposite Beacon street. 

,ower Falls, brought a protest from 
George Cutler of 2075 Beacon street. 
Mr. Cutler asserted that his property 
is being ruined by sand dust blowing 
across the street from the big pit. 
He asked that conditions be imposed 
before the permit is extended. Such 
conditions would include a further 
fill of the deep hole, which is an eye- 
sore; the erection of a fence to keep

Convention Delegates 

Give Their Reports To 

Newton Republicans 

Mayor Weeks Holds That Economy Question Is More Im- 
portant Than Liquor Problem 


Tlie question of prohibition is not 
the most important plank in the plat- 
form of the Republican party was the 
view of Mayor Sinclair Weeks, a del- 
egate to the recent national conven- 
tion from the ninth district, speaking 
before an audience of two hundred per- 
sons who were present at the open 
meeting of the Republican Club of New- 
ton on Tuesday evening In the New- 
ton High School auditorium. While 
tlje platform plank regarding the 18th 
amendment loomed larger as an issue 
and provided most of the “fireworks’' 
at the convention It was probably un- 
justified. Mayor Weeks expressed bis 
disappointment over the lack of em- 
phasis of the plank on economy which 
he viewed as the most important. He 
further stated that the party which 
presented a solution to this question 
in the most tangible form would re- 
ceive the votes of the people. 

Mayor Weeks, the first speaker on 
the program, was also the chief speak- 
er of the evening. On arriving at the 
convention two issues were paramount 
in the minds of the people of the 
country, the nominations for president 
and vice-president and the attitude on 
the 18th amendment. Among the del- 
egates principal interest was upon the 
choice of a vice-presidential candidate 
and prohibition. 

He described briefly the opening of 
the convention with the keynote 
speech to the reading of the report of 
the resolutions committee and the re- 
sulting debate over the plank on pro- 
hibition. This debate Mayor Weeka 
stated proved the most interesting 
form of entertainment he had attended 
for some time. 

Referring to the plank adopted by 
the convention the Mayor stated that 
he was not going to argue the pro 
and con of the 18th Amendment. He 
believes that the large number of rad- 
ically drys do not like the plank — that 
nothing short of strict enforcement 
would be satisfactory to them. At 
first the new plank was a disappoint- 
ment to him. he stated, but that he 
had come to the conclusion that it 
was the most satisfactory plan that 
could be adopted. Three months ago 
it was uncertain whether the conven- 
tion would liberalize the party views 
on the subject at all. On the floor of 
the convention it was simply a ques- 
tion as to how liberal the party would 
go. One of the amazing things to 
Mayor Weeks was the fact that not a 
single voice was raised in defence of 
a continuation of the attitude of the 
prohibition plank adopted in 1928. 

The new plank is fair to all. he 
stated. It gives the “wets” a chance 
to express their opinion that the ISth 
amendment should he repealed 
through the state conventions that 
would be called for the purpose of 
taking vote on the entire question. 
A third question is involved in the 
matter of a plan to be adopted if a 
change is made. Inasmuch as it is 
necessary for 36 states to vote to 
make a change Mayor Weeks stated 
that there was a better chance of get- 
ting some change under the plank that 
was adopted than there would have 
been with a straight repeal plank. The 
“drys" also have the opportunity to 
decide what shall be done through the 
medium of the state convention. 

That the Republican party .was the 
better qualified to lead the country 
out of the present economic situation 
was another view of Mayor Weeks. 
He urged all Republicans to point 
out certain basic facts — that the party 
had something to sell. No leader has 
appeared who has offered the specific, 
definite remedies presented by Presi- 
dent Hoover in the Refinance Cor- 
poration. Home Loan Banks, the joint 
commissions of industry and finance 
in each Federal Reserve district, the 
limitation of government expendi- 
tures to tax receipts, etc. 

Mrs. Nathaniel Thayer, retiring na- 


tional committeewoman from Massa- 
chusetts. reaffirmed her belief in the 
Republican party and expressed her 
intentions of working for the party 
interests in the coming election. She 
referred to the need of leaders like 
the men on the platform with her 
and urged the women to let the men 
lead but to play a strong part them- 
selves by helping to get out the vote. 

Speaker of the House Leverett Sal- 
tonstall gave the Impressions of an 
observer. As an alternate delegate 
he took no part in the business of 
the convention. He stated the need 
of Republicans to recoffnize the dif- 
ferent views within the party and to 
learn to give as well as to take. The 
outstanding figure of the convention 
was the Sec. of the Treasury. Ogden 
Mills. Rep. Saltonstall commented 
upon the able and effective manner 
in which the convention was organ- 
ized and conducted, praising the or- 
ganizing ability of President Hoover. 
In closing he urged all Republicans 
to be good sports and to work to- 
gether in spreading the party prin- 
ciples. 

Rep. Albert F. Bigelow of Brook- 
line. co-delegate with Mayor Weeks 
from the ninth district, gave his per- 
sonal endorsement of the new na- 
tional committeeman from Massacho- 
setts. John Richardson who wan in 
charge of President Hoover's IfifS 
campaign in this state. 

Others on the platform who were 
introduced to the audience were Mrs. 
E. P. Saltonstall. a member of the 
state committee and an active Repub- 
lican worker; Miss Margaret McGill. 
Middlesex County chairman of the 
Woman’s Republican Club of Massa- 
chusetts whose efforts resulted in the 
founding of the Republican Club of 
Newton and ex-Mayor Charles E. Hat- 
field. 

In the absence of President Clar- 
ence Day of Waban the meeting was 
under the direction of Alderman Don- 
ald M. Hill, vice-president from Ward 
two. 


HAROLD YOUNG ANNOUNCES

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


OUR LADY HIGH 
PLACES FOUR ON 
ALL-LEAGUE TEAM 


The announcement of the selection 
of the nnnunl all-CatholIc high school 
league team picked by a consensus 
vote of the coaches of the nine teams 
in the circuit is of considerable In 
terest to local baseball fans. Our 
Lady High, champion of the league 
for the past two seasons, places four 
of its stars on the team. The se- 
lections were announced by Rev. Fr.

Rotary Club 

International aspects of the Y. M. 
C. A. was the subject of an address 
at the regular meeting of the New- 
ton Rotary Club on Monday at the 
Woodland Golf Club. The guest 
speaker was Edward Hearne, general 
secretary of the Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island Conference of Y. M. C. 
A.’s. He was introduced by Edwin O. 
Childs. 

Mr. Hearne stated that the interna- 
tional viewpoint of the organization 
was similar in many respects to the 
ideals of Rotary International. He 
traced briefly the growth of the move- 
ment until the duration of the war 
when there were 288 American ad- 
visers in foreign countries. This num- 
ber has been reduced to about 100 
at the present time, partly due to 
economic reasons and partly due to 
the fact that many native workers 
have been trained to assume these 
positions in their own countries. At 
the present time there are workers 
in 31 different lands. 

Another international phase is de- 
veloped in the caring for American 
soldiers and sailors in foreign coun- 
tries and in outposts in the Philip- 
pines. Honolulu, the Canal Zone and 
elsewhere. These are supported large- 
ly by funds raised in the United 
States plus the fees charged those 
using the buildings and activities of- 
fered. The organization serves to a 
great extent as a moral safeguard in 
creating recreation and other uses for 
leisure time. It is educational and 
ameliorative in its influences.

Some of the unemployed men in 
this city might well he put to work 
rutting and mowing the long grass 
and weeds on the reservation along 
the centre of Commonwealth avenue. 
It does not reflect credit on n city of 
Newton’s size and wealth to have its 
main avenue present such an unkempt 
nppenrance. When the street rnilway 
company used this reservation for It h 
ear tracks, it was supposed to keep 
the grass mowed. Some years ago it 
did. With the erection of the beau- 
tiful City Hall and War Memorinl 
on the avenue, and the Invishly land 
scaped grounds around them, the good 
impression this civic center will make 
on persons traveling through the city, 
will be largely offset by the appear- 
ance of the avenue. 

And in addition to keeping the grass 
on the avenue reservation cut, it is 
the duty of this city to keep the 
grass along its street borders cut, 
Twenty and less years ago employ 
ees of the Street Department were as- 
signed to this task. But. In later 
years this work was abandoned by 
the city, nnd the grass between side- 
walks and roadways was either cut 
by owners of adjoining properties, or 
allowed to grow rank. If residents of 
Newton allowed the grass and weeds 
to grow on their estates as the City 
of Newton does along its streets what 
a helluva looking city this w'ould be.

The annual period of torture caused 
by the noise of firecrackers and cap 
pistols started a few days prior to 
June 17th and will continue until 
arter July 4th. Chief Randlett of 
the Newton Fire Department several 
years ago limited the sale of fire- 
works in this city to 3 days preced- 
ing July 4th and thus prevented to a 
great degree the wear on persons 
nerves resulting from the discharge 
of explosives by small boys. But, in 
adjoining places such ns Brighton and 
Watertown the sale of fireworks is 
permitted for a longer period and 
many youngsters obtain their ammu- 
nition at stores located near the New- 
ton line. A State statute limiting the 
sale of fireworks to a few days pre- 
ceding the "Glorious Fourth” would 
be welcomed by the great majority of 
people, even though it might reduce 
somewhat the profits of the compara- 
tive few who sell fireworks. And If 
parents of children who set off fire- 
crackers or caps on days preceding 
July 4th i had proper consideration for 
sick persons or invalids in their neigh- 
borhood they would prevent their 
youngsters from adding to the misery 
of such unfortunates. Incidentally, 
any person, young or old, who dis- 
charges fireworks in Newton on any 
day other than July 4th, without a 
special permit, is violating the law 
and can be prosecuted. 

It is reported that Washington street 
from Newton Corner to Adams street 
will have three lanes opened to traf- 
fic by Sunday.! It is even hoped that 
these lanes will be opened as far as 
Crafts street thus permitting smooth 
travelling for traffic from Newton 
Corner west, and vice versa. If this 
progress can be achieved, it will 
bring pleasant relief to motorists who 
have been either risking their auto- 
mobiles by driving along the south- 
erly side of Washington street the 
past several weeks, or making long 
detours. And It certainly will be ap- 
preciated by the operators of the Mid- 
dlesexx & Boston. busses. The t contract- 
ing company doing the work expects 
to have a steam shovel start excavat- 
ing the south half of the street on 
Tuesday from Bacon street westerly.

the sand from blowing across the 
street, and the planting of shrubs and 
grass on the Washington street side 
of the gravel pit property. 

Alderman John Temperley contin- 
ued his opposition to the sale of 7400 
square feet of land owned by the city 
at Needham to F. H. Page for $50. 
Mr. Temperley is not opposed to this 
particular transaction, but he believes 
that this sale may also transfer from 
the city to the purchaser about 40,- 
000 more square feet of land former- 
ly part of Greendale avenue, Need- 
ham. This street was discontinued 
when the new circumferential high- 
way was recently constructed by the 
State, and the Ward 5 alderman holds 
that inasmuch as Page will acquire 
half the width of Greendale avenue, 
because it abutted the Page property, 
the City of Newton should likewise 
acquire the other half of the 1000 feet 
of the abandoned highway. 

City Solicitor Bartlett informed Mr. 
Temperley that the State paid the 
city $100 for 74,750 square feet of 
land taken for the new highway; and 
that the city had no rights on Green- 
dale avenue. Mr. Bartlett also said 
that if it can be subsequently proved 
that the city did have any title to 
the land formerly occupied by Green- 
dale avenue, this land could not be 
included In the property acquired by 
Mr. Page. Temperley asked that this 
matter be again postponed until he 
became more convinced as to the sta- 
tus of the city's title to Greendale 
avenue, if any. His motion was de- 
nied and he voted against the sale 
of the land. All the other aldermen 
voted for the saje. 

A lengthy argument took place when 
the Licenses Committee reported fa- 
vorably on the petition of William 
Scully for a filling station at 48 Win- 
chester street, Newton Highlands. Al- 
derman Ball* opposed this recommen- 
dation because the locus adjoins the 
Newton Highlands playground. Bail 
said the city has recently purchased 
land nearby in order to extend the 
playground; that it has been the in- 
tention of the city to acquire a cou- 
ple of other adjoining parcels private- 
ly owned so that the playground will 
have the whole frontage along Win- 
chester street contiguous to its pres- 
ent area, and It would be inconsis- 
tent to grant a station permit on the 
lot purchased by Scully u few years 
ago. He advocated trading land own- 
ed by the city across Winchester 
street, with a flair bonus to be paid 
by Scully. He opposed lining the

As 1 cover up my typewriter for 
July and August I think of the things 
I had planned to write for “One 
Thing and Another.” Some of these 
1 shall get around to when we meet 
again.

For this 
latter reason I want to ask where or 
how allowance Is made by traffic sig- 
nal engineers for the pedestrian. Am 
I wrong, or what is the situation that 
seems to compel the pedestrian to run 
as if he were going to a fire when the 
lights show red and yellow. 

Somebody told me that they allow 
you 14 seconds to crosH some of the 
wider village squares in Newton. Ex- 
perience and observation combined 
show that this is not sufficient except 
for those able to do a hotfoot. Whose 
idea was it that everybody could and 
should do a sprint? Secondly, why 
not let the automobiles have two turns 
each way to the pedestrians’ one and 
give the latter every fifth turn but 
make it twice as long, or 28 seconds? 
Bettre give the pedestrians fewer 
chances to cross and more time to 
do It in. They’ll feel more comforta- 
ble and live longer. 

Then too, I hope that when I have 
the honor of addressing this audience 
again that nobody will have cause to 
complain of hard times; that all who 
want work will have obtained it: that 
Washington street will be perfectly re- 
surfaced from Newton to West New- 
ton; that your favorite candidate will 
be certain of election (unless you’re 
running for office yourself in which 
case I wish you luck); that prices 
won't have gone any higher but every- 
body will be making money; that no- 
body will have been injured by bicy- 
clists who ride on the sidewalk ex- 
cept a few cyclists themselves and 
that you all will have had a tiptop 
vacation. 



Helping “Busted” Cities 

If you can tell me what will be the 
attitude of the larger banks a couple 
of months from now towards certain 
Massachusetts cities finding them- 
selves in financial difficulties I can 
give you some idea whether there will 
be a special session of the Legisla- 
ture. If the General Court is called 
in again it will be to devise some 
method of adjusting the affairs of mu- 
nicipalities which, in plain speech, 
have “gone broke.” 

Crticism of the government of such 
cities — fortunately for us Newton is 
not among them — is useless except 
that it may serve as a lesson to May- 
ors and Aldermen and Selectmen. The 
money has been spent and that’s that. 
Demands of administering public wel- 
fare relief have caused the problem

to become acute . Of course, if times 
pick up and the banks believe it safe 
to lend money we will find a solution 
without worrying the Legislature 
again. 

A conservative legislator has said 
he would hesitate to support a plan 
for giving cities more money to spend, 
contending that they may lose their 
heads and become reckless again. 
That seems a pessimistic view and is 
open to debate. There must be funds 
for public welfare and either the 
State or some agency must produce 
them. 

The sudden -demand for money to 
support families has placed an unusu- 
ally heavy burden on cities. The days 
of prosperity made public welfare a 
minor branch of municipal govern- 
ment. But a change of conditions, 
wrought over night, placed public 
welfare relief in the forefront and it 
became a major consideration. I sup- 
pose it must have been a surprise 
all around, especially to the officials 
who handle these funds. From an or- 
dinary task, which a comparatively 
small office force could perform, it 
became an almost overwhelming un- 
dertaking. The total jumped by thou- 
sands and thousands in a few weeks. 
With a long list of applicants the job 
of seeing that the money was allowed 
only to those legally entitled to it be- 
came more than a matter of office rou- 
tine. 

v A grat deal of criticism w f as heard 
in the beginning. Complaints were 
made that people who applied for re- 
lief were treated discourteously and 
made to suffer humiliation. Without 
passing on these charges I can readi- 
ly understand how a minor city de- 
partment would, when deluged with 
business, go haywire completely and 
bungle matters badly for a time at 
least. 

The whole problem is still very 
much in the air. Cities with financial 
troubles and those without them must 
have funds for public welfare relief.

GENERAL FEDERATION 

BIENNIAL AT SEATTLE, WASH- 
INGTON. GRACE MORRISON POOLE 
IS PRESIDENT OF THE GENERAL 
FEDERATION OF WOMEN’S CLUBS. 

Massachusetts is honored in that 
one of their club leaders, whom club- 
women have long recognized for her 
ability and power, has attained nation- 
wide recognition and brought to this 
State the glory of leadership of the 
nation’s affiliated organization of wo- 
men’s clubs. 

As this is being written the famous 
“Poole Special” is speeding from the 
far west, bringing home in triumph the 
Massachusetts delegates and club- 
women, happy In that they went as 
attendants of the "unopposed candi- 
date for the presidency”, who now 
bears the palm of victory voted to her 
on Thursday last, June 16th. For 
twenty-live years Mrs. Poole has serv- 
ed In the women’s clubs, steadily 
climbing from office to office, her judg- 
ment, her logic, her saneness being 
supplemented by experience, until to- 
day she stands worldwidely known as 
assured speaker, lecturer, and leader. 
To pay her homage and wish her well 
Is our heartfelt desire and privilege! 
What she has attained she deserves. 
Whatever heights she may reach she 
will honor and adequately Inscribe. 
For, to all her characteristics of 
strength and wisdom and balanced 
thinking, she adds another, and one of 
the greatest boons to humanity, a de- 
lightful sense of humor and a lovable 
wit. 

The thrill of homage which must be 
aboard that famous Poole Special may 
be Imagined; all must be feeling its 
spell. But to those of us who have re- 
mained at home, listening from afar, 
there is a simple Item listed in the 
news that appeals most strongly with 
appropriate sentiment, as to this hom- 
age of Massachusetts women. Mrs. 
Poole’s home town Is Brockton. Here 
she has served In Its Woman’s Club 
In every capacity. And it was their 
president, Mrs. Charles S. Storey, who 
acted as her aid at the Convention! 
How she must have been satisfied In 
heart and soul to act for this city that 
can claim with such pride and joy 
as their very own. near and dear, the 
new president that now becomes 
known throughout the length and 
breadth of the land! 

That honors mean work is always 
realized, but that work is the delight 
of this energetic new president is well 
known. It has no terrors for her. She 
thrives upon it. After a ten-day ses- 
sion in convention, ending Saturday, 
the 18th, Mrs. Poole met her new offi- 
cial family in Board Meeting on Sun- 
day, the 19th, Inaugurating the new 
regime which shall head up the two 
million and a half clubwomen of the 
United States for the next three years. 
That evening she left for "home” 
where she will he for a few days be- 
fore reporting at General Federation 
Headquarters at Washington. D. C., 
which will be her new "home” for the 
coming three years. . 

Her first official appearance will be 
before the Washington Federation of 
Women’s Clubs on June 28th as the 
guest of the new president, Mrs. Har- 
vey Wiley. Her July schedule will In- 
clude several engagements on the At- 
lantic coast. She will lead the Club 
Institute of the Chautauqua Woman s 
Clubs from July 4th to 7th and will 
make the Fourth of July address at 
the Institute. On July 15th she will 
speak for the University of Virginia 
School of Politics and she will speak 
for the Massachusetts State College on 
July 28th before sailing for several 
weeks in the West Indies. 

Simple statements, possibly, but 
amply proving her adequacy to meet 
and All every situation. 

And as indication of the mental 
equipment of the woman who. In that 
capitol city, will view at very close 
range the efforts of law-makers and 
politicians to serve, or escape serving, 
their countrymen, we may scan her 
parting message to the 1,000 delegates, 
and over 3,000 clubwoman in the Civic 
Auditorium at Seattle on Saturday, the 

18 " Women must make a closer and 
more detailed study of government 
machinery than ever before. With the 
coming of suffrage a few years ago we 
asked for active participation of our 
womanhood in the political affairs of 
our land. Now we are asking that you 
not simply vote but that you look into 
the housekeeping of Uncle Sam and 
his children throughout the land. Cer- 
tainly the woman who has been train- 
ed through her club experience is w’ell 
fitted for this task. We are anxious 
that those who come after us shall 
build better than we have built, but 
we cannot hope that that will be true 
unless we give them the example of 
law-abiding Christian citizenship. 

"Our foremothers gave us that heri- 
tage. Shall we fail to keep the faith 
for those who come after us?” 

Massachusetts may glory, also, In 
that Mrs. Poole won the presidency 
without question or demur, indicating 
how she has made herself known and 
honored by her visits over the coun- 
try and her speeches before clubs, as 
well as her addresses on world affairs. 
Clubwomen, It seems, need not have 
feared that rival candidates might be 
proposed at the last moment and from 
unsuspected sources. On the same 
ticket: Mrs. Eugene B. Lawson. Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, defeated Mrs. Henry C. 
Taylor, of Bloom fleld. Iowa, for the 
flrst vice-presidency. Mrs. Sadie Orr 
Dunbar, of Portland, Oregon, was 
elected recording secretary, and Mrs. 
Edwurd Hammett of Sheboygan. Wis- 
consin, treasurer, both with no oppon- 
ents. 

At the flrst election, there was no 
election of second vice-president, nei- 
ther of the two leading candidates re- 
ceiving a majority of the votes cast. 
Mrs. Edward M. Land, of North Caro- 
lina, with 94 votes was eliminated 
from the contest, and a second election 
wuh held to choose between Dr. Jo- 
sephine L. Peirce, of Lima, Ohio, who 
received 275 votes, and Mrs. Clarence 
Fraiin, of Wilmington, Delaware, who 
hud 206 votes, Dr. Peirce being elected. 


Of prime Importance were resolu- 
tions adopted by the Convention. The 
first was most significant, being voted 
on June 10th, the second day of the 
sessions, and overwhelmingly re-af- 
firmed the stand of this organization 
taken consistently for sixteen years. 
Mrs. J. C. Pearson, of Marshall, Okla., 
chairman of Citizenship, presented the 
resolution, that as an emergency mea- 
sure, telegrams be sent to the Republi- 
can and Democratic conventions, stat- 
ing that “the General Federation has 
been on record for prohibition since 
1916; that since the adoption of the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead Act. It has repeatedly affirmed 
support of law enforcement, and that 
it asks the political parties to recog- 
nize the position of organized club- 
women in writing their platforms. 

Mrs. Pearson referred to the years 
which women worked to obtain the 
Eighteenth Amendment, and said 
that the wets should be willing to 
work equally as hard before expecting 
to get a referendum. 

"If the time comes that the senti- 
ment of the people Is strongly in fav- 
or of a referendum,” said Mrs. Pear- 
son, “I, as an American, will be will 
ing to yield to them. But until that 
time vfe should not give in to wet 
arguments. We must fight.” 

The motion was seconded by Mrs. 
Grace Morrison Poole. There was no 
discussion, and the few scattering 
noes”, of which there were only 
thirteen, as compared with the over- 
whelming 582 ayes of delegates, were 
scarcely audible in the great auditor- 
ium. 

In another resolution the two poll 
tical parties also were asked for a 
strong plank on International rela- 
tions. 

The plank as prepared by Mrs. Ben 
Hooper of Oshkosh. Wis., national 
chairman of International Relations, 
called for "sincere cooperation” In ef- 
forts to substitute peaceful methods 
for warlike ones in dealing with dis- 
putes, recognition of the Kellogg pact 
and immediate adherence to the World 
Court. 

Mrs. Hooper, in her discussion of her 
subject, urged the women to defeat In 
November elections those united 
States Senators who oppose American 
adherence to the Court. She declared 
it should be made as easy to go to 
peace as to war, and that we should 
not allow a handful of Senators to hold 
up treaties which would make war 
impossible. She deplored “defense of 
national honor” as a cause for war. 
saying, “the fact is that no one can 
hurt the national honor of any coun- 
try except that country itself. The fact 
that some one says disagreeable 
things about an individual does not 
change his honor. He is honorable or 
dishonorable according to the way he 
behaves. The same is true of a na- 
tion.” 

"Energetic activity looking toward 
the reestablishment of methods of law 
and order, crushing out the threat of 
racketeering and lawlessness,” was 
pladged by the Convention in response 
to an appeal by Mrs. Thomas O. Win- 
ter, past president. Her motion called 
for both national and local work on 
the part of the women. 

The Convention approved a resolu- 
tion introduced by Mrs. Grace Morri- 
son Poole, of Brockton. Mass., for a 
national highway beautification pro- 
gram. The resolution introduced by 
this candidate for national president 
of the organization, advocated a re- 
striction of outdoor advertising to 
commercial and business districts. 

Mrs. Poole announced that the Fed- 
eration wifi oppose legislation pro- 
posed by tho Outdoor Advertising As- 
sociation in every State legislature 
and urged that the women support 
state taxation of billboards. The Con- 
vention refused to indorse the move- 
ment for a Federal Commission to con- 
trol the production, distribution and 
exhibition of motion pictures. 

Miss Maud Aldrich, of Oregon and 
Washington, D. C.. was responsible for 
the proposal, but the convention de- 
cisively defeated her motion and 
adopted a resolution introduced by 
Mrs. Ambrose N. Diehl, of Pittsburgh 
and New York City, national chairman 
of films, "te raise both the ethical and 
artistic standards of motion pictures.” 

Mrs. Diehl’s resolution offered the 
following standards for motion picture 
production — "respect for religion and 
the home; treatment of crime in such 
a fashion as to discourage its imita- 
tion; accuracy in the portrayal of ra- 
cial and national customs and cul- 
tures; and emphatic disapproval of 
the picturization of drinking as a com- 
mon feature of American social liffe 
and of over-sexed themes and scenes 
as well as of pictures that may be sub- 
versive to oar national Ideals of home 
and government.” 

Speaking of motion pictures, in an 
address at one of the sessions, Mrs. 
Thomas G. Winter quoted statistics, 
received from a Hollywood theatre 
manager, showing that pictures by 
Marie Dressier had supplanted in 
popular favor those built on sex or 
gangster themes. The triumph, as she 
termed It, was almost purely a matter 
of community co-operation. 

The Convention further voted to 
undertake a campaign to put every 
American family on its own economic 
plan, to instruct individuals in intelli- 
gent buying, and to introduce Into 
every home a system of financial 
training for children. 

To this end it adopted a slogan: 
"Sane spending, sharing, saving.” 

Pluns by which women will follow 
their taxation dollars into city, county, 
state and national government were 
submitted to the convention by Mrs. 
John C. Pearson of Marshall, Okla.. 
national Citizenship chuiriuan. 

Tile purpose is to seek information 


upon which to base a program for tax 
reduction based upon efficiency and 
elimination of waste and graft. 

‘Excess taxation has caused the 
downfall of many nations.” said Mrs. 
Pearson. "And I believe that we can 
render no better service at this time * 
to our country than to see that its ma- 
chinery and Its laws are administered 
economically and adequately." 

A thrill for the stay-at-home club- 
women came on Tuesday afternoon, 
Flag Day. June 14th, when the retir- 
ing President, Mrs. John F. Sippel, 
gave her address over the radio at 
3:45 p. m., and also Mrs. Poole’s voice 
came to us. presiding as flrst vice- 1 
president during this hour. 

Mrs. Sippel gave an inspiring report 
of accomplishments. She likened the' 
General Federation to a steamship, 
saying, “A row boat moves only when 
pushed: a sailboat only when the 
windH are favorable; but a steamship 
moves all the time.” 

On this program Mrs. Lawson re- 
ported on the search for the oldest 
mother in the United States, giving 
the amazing statement that there have 
been found twenty-one over the cen- 
tury mark, one being 109 years of 
age. The oldest Club Mother is Mrs. 1 
Mary Brock. 106. honorary life member ! 
of an Alabama woman's club. 

Of special interest, naturally, to : 
Massachusetts were any activities on 
the part of her delegates and club - 1 
women. Mrs. Samuel N. Braman. pres- 
ident of the Newton Federation, had 
charge of flowers at Massachusetts j 
headquarters at the Olympic Hotel, 
and Mrs. John F. Capron. president of 
the Newton Centre Woman’s Club, had 
charge of hostesses. 

Miss Betty Button, of Wellesley Col- 1 
lege and Framingham, the Massachu- • 
setts Junior delegate, gave a report 
on the 11th, summing up what a wom- 
an's club means to girls in college. 
She was appointed to write a history 
of the Junior activities at the conven- 
tion. 

Our own Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon. Na- 
tional Education chairman, and for- 
merly of the State Federation, ap- 
pealed to the women in a splendid 
report, to protect the schools from 
curtailment on the ground of economy, 
urging that women’s clubs rise in pro- 1 
test. 

Massachusetts, too, came in for hon- 
or when the Art committee of the 
General Federation declared that the 
outstanding work of the year had been 
that of the Massachusetts women, 
whose chairman is Mrs. Roy C. Baker. 1 
of Clinton. The prize is a yawning 
tiger in bronze, the work of Anne 
Hyatt Huntington.

JUDGE ALLEN FINDS LEACH RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR FATAL AUTO 
ACCIDENT 


On Wednesday Judge W. Lloyd Al- 
len made his report on the inquest 
held on the death of Natalie Young 
of Woburn who was killed when the 
car in which she was a passenger 
crashed head-on into a large truck at 
Beacon street, near Stone avenue. 
Chestnut Hill, early on the morning of 
Memorial Day. Judge Allen’s report 
places the blame for the girl’s death 
on the reckless driving of Charles F. 
Leach, 21, of 206 Beethoven ave., Wa- 
ban, who was operating the car in 
which the girl was riding. The judge’s 
report says: — 

I therefore find as a fact that the 
deceased came to her death through 
the aforesaid collision, that she died 
from the extensive breaking of the 
top of her skull and that said collision 
was caused by said Leach driving at 
reckless, wanton and excessive rate of 
speed on the wrong side of a straight 
street where the view of the operator 
Leach was unobstructed. It was 
clear night and the road was dry. 

I find that the unlawful act of 
Charles F. Leach contributed to the 
death of the said Natalie Young.” 

Leach was arraigned in the Newton 
court on May 31st and charged with 
drunkenness and driving while under 
the influence of liquor. He was not 
charged with manslaughter. His case 
was continued to June 27.
